'No meat at night, unless we get more pay* 


That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week 


A Herald staff report 


Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
It will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
are against," said one National Food 
Store butcher In Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for It, but 
I don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers Inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Dominicks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr., manaeer 
of the meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Maida, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverius, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domln- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't,want 
to work nights," said Ernie Ooppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are you 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. 
"It's 
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strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters arc open after six, .

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Village cool 
to state traffic 
signal offer 


The State of Illinois has offered to put 


In a traffic signal at Wolf and Old Willow 
roads, but Wheeling trustees have reac- 
ted cooly, saying there ore other Inter- 
sections that should receive priority. 


Villago Pros. Ted Scanlon told the 


board Monday night he has received a 
letter from the Illinois Department of 
Transportation saying the stale con- 
ducted a survey at the Intersection and 
has determined a traffic signal Is 
needed. The state has asked for financial 
assistance from tho village to pay for In- 
stallation and maintenance of the light. 


"Tho state says tho Intersection war- 


rants a signal light, but what about the 
other places in the village where lights 
havo been requested," Scanlon said. 
"Tho village has been trying for six 
years to get a traffic signal at Schocn- 
bcck and Dundee roads. 


"Tho.light probably Is needed at Old 


Willow tad Wolf, but why all the action 
on this when they haven't finished the 
other work that's been going on for five 
or six yean," he said. 


SCANLON SAID HE Is concerned be- 


cause tho village has paid the state 
$27,000 for tho proposed traffic light at 
Dundee and Schocnbcck roads, but it has 
not been Installed. 


John Schwarz, an engineer for the 


stato, Tuesday said the traffic signal at 
that Intersection Is part of the Dundee 
Road Improvement project which has 
met numerous delays. Ho sold the light 
probably will not bo Installed until the 
road work is finished. 


"When you compound one delay after 


another, I can sec why the trustees 
would bo concerned," Schwarz sold. 
"But tho delays cannot bo helped." 


Under tho stato proposal for tho Old 


Willow and Wolf intersection, the state 
has asked the village and Wheeling 
Township Highway Commission to each 
pay 25 per cent of tho installation cost of 
the traffic light. The state would pay the 
remaining 50 per cent. 


In addition the village has been asked 


to pay 50 per cent of the maintenance 
and energy expense to operate the sig- 
nal. 


THE STATE HAS said It will pay for 


50 per cent of the maintenance and ener- 
gy expense and will bear the entire ex- 
pense for widening Wolf Road to provide 
a left turn lane. 


Tho village board took no action on the 


state proposal Monday night, but referred 
It to the streets, public building and 
grounds committee which will study it 
and mako a recommendation. 


In other action Monday night, the vil- 


lage board authorized the erection of 
stop signs at 11 locations in Wheeling. 


The stop signs will be erected at the 


following intersections: East Wayne 
Placo and George Road, East Wayne 
Place and Merle Lane, South Wayne 
Placo and Merle Lane, South Dennis 
Road and South Wayne Place, Bridget 
Placo and East Dennis Road, North Den- 
nis Road and North Wayne Place, Isa 
Drive and East Merle Lane, Isa Drive 
and South Merle Lane, East Merle Lane 
and Audry Court, Robert Avenuo and An- 
thony Road and Fletcher Drive and An- 
thony Road. 


Trustees Albert Lang and Ronald 


Bruhn and a number of residents sug- 
gested erection of the stop signs. 


"The signs were suggested as a way of 


slowing down traffic at those 'locations 
and making it safo for residents," Lang 
said.

2-day weekend blood drive seeks 160 pints 
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The Wheeling Community Blood Flan 


has set 160 pints as its goal for this week- 
end's blood drive at Wheeling High 
School. 


This year the blood plan, sponsored by 


the Wheeling Jaycees, has collected 396 
pints of blood. The Jaycees must attract 
more than 300 donors in the next two 
drives in order to meet the 700-pint quota 
required under the village plan. 


According to the terms of the plan, the 


blood needs of all rssidents are covered 
for one year once the program reaches 
its quota. If the quota is not reached, the 
plan can use only the amount of blood 
that has been collected from residents. 


LAST YEAR, the program fell about 


270 pints short of its quota, but was con- 
tinued because enough blood was collect- 
ed to cover the needs of the community. 
The 700-pint figure represents about four 
per cent of the Wheeling population, the 
amount nationally estimated to cover all 
blood replacement needs.

ing this weekend's drive can make an 
appointment by calling 537-4777, 537-3867, 
537-3557 or 541-2789. 


Donations will be taken Saturday and 


Sunday from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. in the high 
school cafeteria.

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Dog dies guarding his master's body

"Charlie loved his masters and was so 


devoted to them that he would have giv- 
en his life to protect them. And he did," 
said Mrs. Joan Falk. 


Mrs. Folk's father, John Kmety, 65, 


and her brother, John, 28, of Nlles were 
killed late Monday night by a freight 
train while walking their hunting dogs 
across the tracks near 111. Rte. 59 in Bar- 
rlngton Township. 


The Elgin, Jolict and Eastern R.R. 


train rounded the bend at 30 m.p.h. and 
could not stop in time to keep from kill- 
ing both men and Andl, one of the hunt- 
ing dogs, Sheriff's Police said. Charlie, 
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the second hunting, dog, kept on emotion- 
al guard over the body of the younger 
man and was shot and killed by police. 


The body of one man and the dead dog 


were found on the tracks, while the body 
of the other man was found under the 
23rd car of the 100-car freight train, po- 
lice said. 


AFTER POLICE attempted to prompt 


the dog away from the body with a dog 
noose, and after the dog twice attacked 
an officer who attempted to check if the 
younger man was still olive .sheriff's po- 
lice shot the German Shorthaired point- 
er. 


Sgt. Willard Staar of the Cook County 


Sheriff's Police explained that officers at 


the accident scene did not have tranquil- 
izer guns to disable the dog, and he was 
not certain that sheriff's police ever used 
them. 


"This was certainly a unique situation. 


The dog was quite emotional and would 
not allow officers to get near the bodies. 
It got to the point where the officer 
needed to decide between possibly saving 
a human life or the life of on animal," he 
said. 


STAAR SAID that police officers have 


answered heart attack calls in homes 
where the resident's pet dog would not 
allow officers to assist or come near the 
heart attack victim. 


"In that case, we usually try to guide 


the dog away from the victim or noose 
him," Staar said. 


The two dogs were left dead at the 


scene of the accident after an area am- 
bulance service transported the two dead 
men to the Cook County Morgue. 


"My husband went back to where the 


accident happened to bury both of the 
dogs the next morning," Mrs. Falk said. 


Kmety, a retired machine operator, 


and his son, a bakery worker, lived at 
7857 Neva Ave., Niles. Mrs. Falk said 
that the men had taken the dogs out to 
"shape them up with exercise" for the 
approaching hunting season.

Northwest suburban butchers) op- 
posed night meat sales two years ago 
4tol. 


Union Local 546 has not received 


any offers on wages from the super- 
markets regarding night sale of 
meat, Robert Kennedy, president of 
Local 546, said Tuesday. If the union 


does receive an offer, Kennedy said 
the union will bring It to the mem- 
bership "for their thinking." 


"I'm sure our membership doesn't 


want to take a step backward," said 
Kennedy. "I don't think they want to 
work nights without overtime pay." 


K E N N E D Y SATO journeyman 


butchers moke $248 for a 40-hour 
week — more than $6 an hour. 
Butchers who work overtime pre- 
paring meat for the next day are 
paid time and a half, he said. 


If the supermarkets do negotiate 


with butchers on night meat sales, 
the butchers may ask time and a 
half overtime pay, Kennedy said. 


The ban against night meat sales 


ore unique to the Chicago area. The 
restriction may be a holdover from 
the days before prepackaged meat, 
when butchers waited on customers 
individually. The ban on meat sales 
locally includes the sale of meat al- 
ready cut and packaged.

Lottery almost free of violations 


New York's state-operated lottery docs not violate any 


federal lows and the Illinois lottery is almos free of such 
violations, the Justice Department said Tuesday. A spokes- 
man from the Justice Deportment said Illinois was found 
to have some mailing violations but the officials were told 
this could be remedied. 


$100 million more for state in 1975 


State Comptroller George W. Llndbcrg said Tuesday the 


state will take In at least $100 million more in fiscal 1975 than 
the governor and the legislature estimate. However, Lindbcrg 
warned, this docs not mean the state can spend $100 million 
more than planned because costs arc rising, too. Lindberg 
based his fiscal 197S revenue estimate on spending and tax 
collection patterns during July and August, the first two 
months of fiscal 1073. 


State faces food stamp claims 


Agriculture Department officials yesterday served notice 


they plan to file claims against the state of Illinois for issuing 
too many free "bonus" food stamps to welfare recipients 
beginning Sept. 1 in defiance of federal instructions. Spokes- 
men had no Immediate estimate of the potential size of the 
claims. They said they have ordered an Immediate audit of 
food stamp operations In Illinois, the only state which has 
refused to convert to a new uniform system of calculating 
food stamp benefits, to clear up the picture.

Tentative accord on campaign reform 
Senate-House negotiators yesterday reached tentative ac- 


cord on key provisions of a sweeping political campaign re- 
form bill Including a spending limit of $40 million by the 
Democratic and Republican candidates for President. They 
agreed on taxpayer financing of presidential conventions, pri- 
maries and elections, but ruled out public funds for Senate 
and House candidates. 


Panel slashes $452,000 from Nixon money 


A House appropriations subcommittee yesterday slashed 


$452,000 from an $850,000 funding request to pay for former 
President Nixon's return to private life. The subcommittee 
voted 7-6 to make the massive reduction after defeating pro- 
posals to give Nixon only a flat $200,000.

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Draft evaders get out of prison 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Attorney Genj 


cral William B. Saxbe, following up 
President Ford's offer of conditional am- 
nesty, Tuesday ordered immediate 30- 
day furloughs for all persons now in fed- 
eral prisons for evading the draft. 


A spokesman called it "an act of mer- 


cy" which will give the men an opportu- 
nity to follow procedures prescribed by 
the President for allowing Vietnam-era 
draft evaders and deserters to return to 
society. 


The spokesman said about 95 individ- 


uals are believed to be still serving time 
for draft evasion, while another 46 pris- 
oners are free on appeal bonds or vari- 
ous legal writs. 


Saxbc's order does not effect an esti- 


mated 700 deserters confined in armed 
services stockades, since they are within 
exclusive jurisdiction of the military. 


The Prison Department 
spokesman 


said the furloughs would not be granted 
in the case of any prisoners who have 
been convicted on charges in addition to 
draft evasion or have other charges 
pending. 


The President's amnesty proposal, out- 


lined Monday, triggered a flood of tele- 
phone inquiries to the Justice Depart- 
ment about the specific means of surren- 
dering to U.S. attorneys to accept the 
amnesty proposal, a department spokes- 
man said. By 5 p.m. the department re- 
ported it had received 42 calls from draft 
evaders and 21 from deserters as well as 


a number of other types of inquiries. 
• The Pentagon also reported early re- 
sponse to the conditional amnesty and 
said U.S. embassies had been briefed on 
what advice to give deserters who call in 
overseas. 


But in Toronto, U.S. war resistors 


Tuesday planned an international confer- 
ence to lay down strategy for a continued 
fight for unconditional amnesty and a 
boycott of Ford's "earned re-entry" pro- 
posal. 


Am ex-Canada, the largest of the draft 


evader groups in Canada, said the con- 
ference would be held this weekend on 
the campus of the University of Toronto. 
It said in a statement that representa- 
tives of U.S. exile groups from Sweden, 


England and France also would attend. 


An Amex spokesman, Charles Stimac, 


a 25-year-old draft evader from Detroit, 
said "the Ford plan, as presented in the 
media, is basic suicide. We have reached 
a very strong unity on the question of the 
boycott." 


And in Concord. N.H., Gov. Meldrim 


Thomson called the amnesty program 
"disgraceful, insulting and exceedingly 
dangerous." He ordered state flags to be 
lowered to half-staff next week in mour- 
ing for Americans killed in Vietnam. 


Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C., introduced a 


resolution Tuesday urging that no am- 
nesty be granted Vietnam war resistors 
"until the fullest possible accounting" 
has been made of all Americans still list- 
ed as missing in action. 


Panel OKs probe 
of CIA in Chilei 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The Senate 


Foreign Relations committee voted unan- 
imously Tuesday to investigate CIA oper- 
ations in Chile, which President Ford de- 
fended Monday as a traditional and nec- 
essary type.of covert activity. 


The investigation will also help the 


committee decide whether it should file 
perjury charges against former CIA Di- 
rector Richard Helms, among others, 
and whether it should investigate 
charges that Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger deceived the committee about 
Chile policy. 


In a related development, Sen. J. Wil- 


liam Fulbright, outgoing chairman of the 
Foreign Relations committee, recom- 
mended creation of a congressional com- 
mittee to oversee CIA operations. Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said 
he would support such a proposal. 


The decision to investigate followed 


Ford's news conference disclosure that 
the United States intervened in Chilean 
politics between 1970 and 1973 to help 
preserve opposition parties and press, al- 
though he denied any U.S. role in the 
violent overthrow of Salvador Allende's 
Marxist government. 


"It Is recognized fact," Ford said, 


"that historically and presently such ac- 
tions are taken, in the best interest of he 
countries involved." 


The Senate committee convened to dis- 


cuss a staff report recommending per- 
jury proceedings against Helms and oth- 
er U.S. officials for allegedly lying in tes- 
timony about Chile policy. It decided in- 
stead upon a general investigation of is- 
sues raised by Ford's disclosures, 


In Santiago, meanwhile, a Chilean mil- 


itary junta spokesman said the armed 
forces now ruling Chile were not impli- 
cated'in any covert activities by the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency against the 
Marxist government of ousted President 
Salvador Allende. 


Junta press officer Federico Will- 


oughby said, "If those reports are true, 
they will have no relations with the au- 
thorities of the present government." 


He added "if certain clandestine activi- 


ties denounced recently are effective, 
they would be connected with political 
organizations, news media and individ- 
uals which have no relation with the ac- 
tual government.

21 to marry without the approval of their 
parents. Females must be 18 or older. 


The two-page decision said the current 


law violates the sex discrimination provi- 
sions of the state's new constitution. 


The decision upheld the ruling of the 


That 
court had ordered county Clerk Dennis 
Bing to issue a marriage license to 20- 
year-old Larry Phelps. 


In another case, the court upheld the

He said he was not aware that 
Flynn was a legislative candidate, or

said he has never expressed interest in a 
teaching job. 


He left City College in 1970, after the 


college refused to renew his teaching 
contract, which would have established 
him as a tenured teacher. 


He taught at the college from 1966 to 


1970 before becoming Involved in a dis- 
pute over an administration decision to 
close the Amundsen campus. It was that 
dispute, said Flynn, which led to his dis- 
missal from the faculty. 


FLYNN SAID HE subsequently re- 


ceived a $10,500 settlement from the col- 
lege in return for his agreement not to 
pursue his efforts to continue teaching. 


Flynn said there was testimony in an 


arbitration hearing over the contract dis- 
pute that students who had dropped out 
of his classes in the Department of Bus- 
iness were sought out by the adminis- 
tration. One of the reasons given for not 
renewing his contract was that he had 
been "abusive" to one student, Flynn 
said. 


Erviti's letter was addressed to Dr. 


Bernard Tarshis, vice president of in- 
structional services at the Mayfair 
Campus of the college. Tarshis was head 
of Flynn's department at the time of his 
dismissal. 


Erviti indicated that Tarshis supplied 


some information concerning Flynn "and 
it never went any further than that."

Senior citizens may get 
reduced-fare cab rides 


Arlington Heights senior citizens may 


be taking reduced-fare cab rides by Octo- 
ber if $15,000 in federal funds comes 
through as expected. 


Eligible senior citizens over 65 would 


pay only 50 cents for a one-way cab ride 
within the village under a program ap- 
proved Monday night by the village 
board. 


Implementation of the plan, however, 


depends on a $15,641 grant from the fed- 
eral government already tentatively ap- 
proved. The money, available under the 
Older American Act, will be used to pay 
a $1 subsidy toward the cost of each se- 
nior citizen's cab ride. 


IT IS ESTIMATED that $15,000 will be 


enough money to run the program for 
seven or eight months. After that, either 
more federal money or village funds 
would be needed to continue the subsi- 
dized service. 


The following regulations will govern 


the reduced ride program. 


• Residents 65 years of age or older 


who are not employed full-time will be 
eligible to pick up an identification card 
from Olympic Park, 660 N. Ridge AVA. 
between 1 and 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 
\ 


• Upon entering a cab, the rider must 


show the ID card to the driver who will 
record the card number, location of the 
pick up and destination on a passenger 
ticket. Later the ticket will be submitted 
to the village for $1 reimbursement per 
ride. 


• Passengers will be asked to sign the 


ticket and pay 50 cents for the trip. 


The service is available only for rides 


within the limits of the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights, and passengers will pay the 
meter fare for additional distances be- 
yond the village borden 


AS MANY AS FOUR other passengers 


may accompany an eligible rider from 
the same pick up point to the same desti- 
nation. Costs will be 50 cents for the se- 
nior citizen and 20 cents for each addi- 
tional passenger. 


The program cannot be used to com- 


mute to a full-time job. 


John W. Gianopulos, chairman of the 


Arlington Heights Senior Citizens Com- 
mission which proposed the program to 
the village board, said he hopes the sub- 
sidized service can be started in October 
and continue at least through the months 
of inclement weather. 


An agreement between the village and 


the City Transportation Co., Arlington 
Heights cab operator, already has been 
drawn up and will be signed if the feder- 
al gram money Is authorized. 


VILLAGE HEALTH Director Frank 


Charlton, who will supervise the reduced 
ride program, is scheduled to submit the 
village's final application for the money 
today. 


Arlington Heights' participation in the 


program was approved by a 6-2 vote of 
the village board with Trustees Alice 
Harms and Richard J. Durava voting 
against the plan. 


Similar reduced fare cab programs for 


senior citizens are operating in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines.

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5 pipe bombs found in car of Mount Prospect man

Federal agents arc Investigating pos- 


sible connections between extremist 
groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs In his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm St., Mount Prospect, was ar- 
rested last weekend by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, It was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and found five pipe 
bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 
burn's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dept.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division are 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 


of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch and William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after they observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and 111. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn tn 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osburn's car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition " 


Police found two metal pipes with 


wicks, two loaded .22 caliber rifles, a .22 
caliber "high performance military 
handgun," .45 caliber Luger, a 5mm air 
rifle and a .45 caliber revolver, a tear 
gas bomb, switchblade knife and five 
metal pipes loaded with explosives.

The County Board deferred awarding of the contract Mon- 


day, but totals released by the county purchasing department 
showed a bw contract bid of $4,468, nearly $6,700 below a non- 
bid price last year and $8,700 below the second lowest bid this 
year. 


The board authorized advertisement of bids March 4, after 


newspaper reports that politically connected American Decal 
& Manufacturing Co. was awarded joint county-Chicago print- 
ing without bids. The firm, headed by George M. Eisenberg, 
a cousin of former county Democratic Central Committee 
chairman Jack Arvey, owns the only machine capable of 
meeting city specifications for auto decals. 


American received the county's 1974 contract to print 99,000 


stickers for $10,797, about 9 cents per decal, although local 
municipalities pay about 2 to 3 cents for similar printing. 


American's bid for 1975 printing was $13,206.90. Low bid of 


$4,468.50 was by Vernon & Sons.

Parents who arc concerned nbout the education their deaf 


and hard-of-hearlng children arc receiving will meet and talk 
to hlgh-school-agc deaf students about their education next 
month. 


Roger Bardwell, acting director of the Northwest Education 


Cooperative, said la.1t week tho parents, who have com- 
plained that their children are not getting enough emphasis 
on speech in NEC special education classes, have agreed to 
visit (ho deaf program at Hcrscy High School, probably 
Oct. 4. 


"The teachers have suggested that the parents should visit 


the high school and watch the children when they arc being 
taught biology or history," Bardwcll said. "The parents have 
agreed to do that." 


Members of the parent group have said they arc upset that 


NEC programs for the deaf emphasize "total commu- 
nication," which includes speech therapy, hand signs and fin- 
ger spelling, rather than "oral communication," in which 
deaf children receive intensive speech therapy and training in 
lip-reading. 


The parents have suggested that the NEC deaf programs 


be set up so that parents who want oral education for their 
children can have it and those who arc satisfied with total 
can continue with it. 


Bardwcll said discus-Jons between the parent group, NEC 


administrators and teachers of the deaf children arc contin- 
uing. "I don't sec any changes (in the education program) 
coming immediately. It's going to take more education on the 
part of all of us to decide what should be done," Bardwcll 
snitl. 


One possible solution to the problem of providing oral edu- 


cation for children whose parents want It, Bardwcll said, 
might be to create a special class for children 0 to 11 years 
aid. Most of the parents who want oral education have chil- 
dren In that age group, he said. 


In another action related to the deaf program, the NEC 


Governing Board hired Barbara Walker, a teacher of hearing 
Impaired children in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59, as a 
"teacher-advocate" to coordinate programs for deaf and 
hard-oMicarlng children in the NEC area.

President Gerald Ford's Monday 


announcement of a plan to grant 
conditional amnesty to the desert- 
crs and the draft evaders of the 
Vietnam conflict will help heal the 
wounds ripped open during that 
tragic war. 


In presenting the plan, which re- 


quires a maximum term of 24 
months of "alternative service" 
and a renewed pledge of national 
allegiance, Ford has offered a rea- 
sonable plan to bring back these 
men to our nation. 


The plan will not, of course, 


draw applause from those who 
blindly oppose any leniency to eva- 
ders and deserters, nor will it.be 
applauded by those Americans who 
want these men to bear no respon- 
sibility whatsoever for their ac- 
tions during that unfortunate war. 


The plan, as signed in an execu- 


tive order by Ford, requires any 
person seeking amnesty to report 
by January 31,1975, to a U.S. attor- 
ney or military officer. These per- 
sons would then face a period of 


alternative service of up to 24 
months, with lesser terms ap- 
proved by the U.S. attorney gener- 
al or secretaries of the armed ser- 
vices. 


Also required is a brief oath of 


allegiance, in which these men

But the amnesty plan 
should be considered on its own 
merits; it's faulty logic to imply 
that the Nixon pardon has any 
relationship to the amnesty issue, 
for they are separate, isolated in- 
stances of executive action. 


It must be remembered that Ger- 


ald Ford's amnesty plan is a mod- 
erate, compromise plan to end the 
final horrors of the Vietnam War. 
The amnesty issue has been a divi- 
sive issue in this land, and Ford's 
plan is in the spirit of healing those 
divisions while returning many 
young Americans to this nation. 


It is in the best interest of this 


nation that we heal, once and for 
all, the final wounds of this nation- 
al tragedy called Vietnam.

Clark Mollenhoff s 'Watch on Washington' 
Fat pensions aid leaders 


by CLARK R. MOLLENHOFF 


WASHINGTON - The not-so-hard fact 


of life as far as President Ford Is con- 
cerned is this: 


Even if the pardoning of Richard Nix- 


on is such a serious political blunder that 
it wipes out his presidential aspiration in 
1976, he will nave a $95,000-a-year pen- 
sion to comfort him in his retirement. 


If a man did not have a blinding ambi- 


tion to continue in the awesome burdens 
of the $200,000-a-year job as President of 
the United States, he might find a plump 
pdnsion of almost $100,000 a year to be as 
enticing as the "splendid misery" of the 
White House. 


The law provides that all former presi- 


dents who are not impeached shall re- 
ceive a pension at Cabinet salary level, 
which is now $60,000 a year and is cer- 
tain to go up. In addition a kindly Con- 
gress has provided that former congress- 
men and senators can add their own 
plump pension benefits to the presiden- 
tial pension. This means that President 
Ford, who had 25 years in Congress and 
four years in the United States Navy, has 
29 years of government service for calcu- 
lating a pension based on his top three 
years when he was minority leader with 
a salary of $49,500 a year. 


It figures out a $33,000-a-year congres- 


sional pension, which is approximately 
$20,000-a-year more than Richard Nixon 
receives for his years when salaries were 
lower and his top was the $35,000 a year 
he received as vice-president. 


While most of our government officials 


speak of themselves as being "dedicated 
to public service" and only mildly inter- 
ested in the money, there are only a few 
wlio have made any determined effort to 
avoid boosts in salaries, pensions, or oth- 
er fringe benefits. 


As House minority leader, Gerald R. 


Ford had a substantial role in setting the 
level of these salary and pension benefits 


at a point where it was possible for sena- 
tors, members of Congress, vice-presi- 
dents and presidents to demonstrate an 
Independence of public pressure groups 
and public opinion. 


In pardoning Richard Nixon, President 


Ford exercised that independence with a 
maximum use of his pardon authority to 
give "peace" in retirement to the man 
who had given him the opportunity to as- 
sume office of the president with all of 
its emoluments — including the automat- 
ic $60,000-a-year lifetime pension. 


Gratitude had to be a factor in Presi- 


dent Ford's heart as he agonized over 
whether he could or should grant a full

and unconditional pardon to his longtime 
friend and benefactor, Richard Nixon. 


While the nation probably accepts 


President Ford's assurance that he wish- 
ed to put Watergate behind us and bring 
"domestic tranquility" to the nation, it 
must also look at the facts that show that 
Ford's "domestic tranquility" in pension 
rights have jumped from approximately 
$35,000 a year to $95,000 a year in the 
time since VIce-President Spiro Agnew 
resigned in October, 1973. 


At the time House Minority Leader 


Ford was nominated as vice-president to 
succeed Agnew, he said he did not intend 
to be a candidate for president in 1976. 
He explained at that time that he was 
tired of government service, and that he 
had promised Mrs. Ford that he would 
not be a candidate for re-election after 
1974. 


Since being sworn into office as the 


first non-elected president, Ford had in- 
dicated that he has the presidential bug 
and may run for re-election in 1976 with 
Vice-President-designate Nelson Rock- 
efeller as his running mate. 


But then Congress and the voters have 


seen that no decision President Ford 
makes is irrevocable, and no position 
firm. And the flexibility of Picsident 
Ford has been demonstrated again and 
again since August 8, when he took the 
oath of office. 


The sudden decision to grant a full par- 


don to Nixon is simply one of these, but 
his statements on the subject are indeli- 
bly engraved in the confirmation hear- 
ings before the House and Senate. 


Before the House Judiciary Committee 


on Nov. 15, 1973, Ford was asked by 
Chairman Peter Rodino: 
"You mentioned criminal action. 


Would you think that the President 
could, in fact, by use of the executive 
privilege or by executive fiat, terminate 
any 
criminal investigation or in- 


vestigation involving even the President 
or Vice-President?" 


Ford responded: "I do not think the 


President should have the authority to 
terminate a criminal investigation of 
anybody in any branch of the federal 
government." 


On November 1,1973, Chairman Howard 
Cannon, D-Nev., of the Senate Rules 
Committee, asked: "If a president re- 
signed his office before his term expired, 
would his successor have the power to 
prevent or to terminate any investigation 
or criminal prosecution charges against 
the former president?" 


Ford responded: "I do not think the 


public would stand for it. I think — and 
whether he was the technical authority 
or not, I cannot give you a categorical 
answer. The attorney general, in my 
opinion, with the help and support of the 
American people, would be the con- 
trolling factor." 


In his first televised press conference, 


on August 28, President Ford gave the 
first hint that he was agonizing on the 
issue of executive clemency for Nixon 
and said that "in the last ten days or two 
weeks I have asked for prayers for guid- 
ance on this very important point." 


But while indicating he was simply 


keeping his options open for some future 
time, he declared that "Special Prose- 
cutor (Leon) Jaworski has an obligation 
to take whatever action he sees fit in 
conformity with his oath of office, and 
that should include any and all individ- 
uals." 


From this posture, it was no great 


jump to a complete pardon for the very 
flexible President Ford. 


Critics claim these variations in posi- 


tion demonstrate a lack of credibility, 
and indicated some undisclosed "Nixon- 
Ford deal" was made in the last meet- 
ings before Mr. Nixon resigned. 


President Ford portrays it as the slow 


evolution of a man who has prayed, 
searched his conscience, and asked for 
the prayers of others. Certainly, Nixon 
was praying for a pardon under circum- 
stances where he would not have to face 
the embarrassment of admitting guilt of 
any crime. 


If it wasn't a deal involving the office 


of the presidency, it has certainly been a 
very profitable arrangement for all of 
the parties involved.

"A couple of years ago we tightened up 


on our requirements for career programs 
so that If someone wants to get an asso- 
ciate of science degree In a career (voca- 
tional) area they have to take all the re- 
quired courses," said Frank Christian- 
son, dean of liberal studies. "Then we

discovered we needed a degree that was 
less structured than the associate of sci- 
ence but that was not necessarily ori- 
ented to transfer to a four-year college 
like the associate of arts." 


THE BASIC IDEA behind the liberal-. 


studies program, Christiansen said, is to 
provide a "flexible, unstructured" pro- 
gram for the student that fits his or her 
specific needs. 


The program, he said, provides for giv- 


ing students college credit for experience 
they have gained outside the classroom, 
for letting students develop the curricu- 
lum in cooperation with a faculty advisor 
and for setting up independent-study 
projects that may take place away from 
the Harper campus. 


Christiansen expects the program to 


attract older persons who are returning 
to school after some length of time either 
in business or at home. Those students, 
ho said, "probably have a pretty good 
idea of what they want to do and how to 
do It." 


To be accepted into the program, a 


student must first go through an inter- 
view to determine his goals and what the 
program can do for him; Then the stu- 
dent is assigned to a faculty member 
who will help him plan his program. 


ONE REQUIREMENT of the pro- 


gram Is that each student must complete 
s e v e r a l "liberal studies seminars," 
classes that will have sharply limited en- 
rollment and that will address subjects 
not usually covered in classes at a com- 
munity college, Christiansen said. This 
fall, the seminars range from "Business 
and Society" to "The American Charac- 


ter." The seminars will be open to stu- 
dents in the regular college, as well as 
liberal studies students. 


"The purpose of the seminars is to of- 


fer some breadth to the students," Chris- 
tiansen said. "Otherwise it's possible 
that a person could1 graduate from the 
program by getting all their work from 
just one division." , 


Christiansen and the small group of 


faculty members who worked on the 
original committee that developed the 
liberal-studies program, emphasize that 
it isn't necessarily something that is go- 
Ing to be "easy" and that they don't 
want the liberal-studies degree to be a 
"cheap" way to graduate from a com- 
munity college. 


"Whatever the student comes up with 


has to be approved," Christiansen said.

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Harper class helps ^single again' adjust

At Harper College women arc learning 


how to change a fuse, operate a lawn 
mower and do simple repairs with a 
hammer and nails. 


They're learning what jobs are avail- 


able and how to apply for them. Wills, 
mortgages, and investments aro dis- 
cussed. So Is loneliness. 


Ages vary In this particular class; 


women In their young 20s and those past 
65. But the ono factor they all hold In 
common is a "married experience." Ei- 
ther widowed or divorced, they enroll to 
seek advice and better Ideas In ap- 
proaching their newfound singleness. 


AS PART of Its women's program, 


Harper College first instituted "Single 
Again" last spring. It Is being repeated 
this fall. The eight-week course begins at 
Wheeling Public Library next Wednes- 
day (Sept. 23) and at the college next 
Monday. Classes are 7:30 to 0:30 p.m. 
once a week and cost $16 for both In and 
out-of-dlstrlct residents. 


"Single Again" caters to the needs and 


concerns of divorced and widowed wom- 
en. Considered aro (ho emotional as- 
pects, financial management, rearing 
children alone and future career ambi- 
tions.

"It all began with students on campus 


talking to counselors about their personal 
needs. Many of them discussed the orob- 
lems they encountered through the whole 


single experience. We felt there was a 
need for this kind of course where people 
who are going through a divorce or have 
lost a mate could get help in making the 
social, emotional, practical and legal ad- 
justments," said Betty Pannier, director 
of the course. 


GUEST SPEAKERS, experts in their 


fields, offer legal and financial advice. 
Interest and aptitude tests are available 
to women who are searching for a career 
or wish to return to school. 


"Very few people can afford divorce 


today without the mother going back to 
work," continued Mrs. Pannier, who 
added that it is especially hard for wom- 
en who have been out of the labor mar- 
ket for a decade or more to secure ade- 
quate positions. 


"All have a need to talk to one anoth- 


er, to express the social situation they 
now find themselves in, not feeling like a 
part of either the married or single com- 
munity," said Mrs. Pannier. 


"Most have children and are con- 


cerned about raising them alone. Many 
are interested in sharing households >to 
cut expenses. This segment of our popu- 
lation has been hit very hard by in- 
flation." 


"IT IS NOT easy trying to keep a 


home together and get a new career go- 


ing all at the same time," she continued. 


The widow is usually financially better 


off, according to Mrs. Pannier. However 
many of them have the same1 experience 
of raising children alone, becoming self- 
sufficient and independent again. 


"They also experience the same kind 


of loneliness through separation. Widows 
are possibly more gentle because they've 
escaped the emotional turmoil connected 
with divorce," said Mrs. Pannier. 


The number of families headed by 


women in the United States has in- 
creased by more than one million In the 
last three years, as much as in the pre- 
ceding 10, reports the Census Bureau. In 
1973 there were 6.6 million families head- 
ed by women: 12 per cent of all families, 
10 per cent of all white families and 35 
per cent of all black families. 


The bureau offers various explanations 


for the rise including "high rates of ma- 
rital dissolution through divorce and sep- 
aration." 


KAREN DeCROW IN her book "Sexist 


Justice" reports that "two out of five 
marriages break up ... 
usually after 


seven years and two children." (The 
book, just out, will be recommended 
reading in the course this fall.)

Women tell it 'like it is' 


The shock of being on her own

Lillian S., 12 years a married lady, 


was three months pregnant with her 
fourth child when her up-and-coming ex- 
ecutive husband came home ono night 
and, without warning, announced ho 
wanted a divorce. It was on Christmas 
Eve. Lillian's whole world camo crash- 
ing down. 


Doric W. had inherited a group of law- 


yers who efficiently executed her hus- 
band's will following his death. They had 
been happily married for 36 years. Fi- 
nancially she was well off. However, 
Doric hod never learned how to balance 
a checkbook. Sho had never even seen a 
household bill. Her husband never wish- 
ed to bother her with monetary matters. 


Divorced after eight wedded years, 


Mary A. discovered tho most pressing 
problem of her now singleness was main- 
taining tho largo four-bedroom family 
homo. Should she even keep it? The deci- 
sion this time was hers to make alone. 


GLORIA D. WANTED a divorce two 


years before she actually took the in- 
itiative and carried through. Why wait? 


"I won scared to be on my own. Would 


I and tho children have enough to sur- 
vive on? What would my family think?" 


Through desertion, divorce or death, a 


growing percentage of women who enter 
marriage Ideally expecting to be paired 
for life, suddenly find themselves single 
again and alone. Often there aro children 
to bo supported solely or at least partial- 
ly. 


Llfo Insurance and the best laid pen- 


sion plans may not always suffice. 


Alimony and child support, even 


though court ordered, aro not always 
forthcoming or reliable. And maintaining 
a certain lifestyle in suburbia can be 
costly. 


Regardless of the situation encoun- 


tered, divorced and widowed women 
alike must onco again, or In some In- 
stances for the first time in their lives, 
get used to making decisions alone . . . 
without consulting or relying upon a 
mate or parent. 


"MY BIGGEST problem was being fi- 


nancially unknowledgcable," said Mrs. 
W., widowed a year and a half ago. "I 
had been so dependent on my husband 
all those yean that I didn't know what It 
took to keep up a house." 


Though sho had taught school most of 


her married life, Doric was in tho habit 
of endorsing every paycheck over to her 
husband who then did all tho banking for 
both of them. 


Since his death she has had to learn 


what expenses to expect and how to 
budget her income. Because of an ade- 
quate Inheritance, she need not work, 
though sho continued to teach until this 
past Juno when at the ago of 65 sho was 
forced to retire. Originally, however, she 
had planned to toko an early retirement 
and move with her husband to a warmer 
climate. 


"I decided life just couldn't collapse. 


That's why I stayed on teaching. Wo had 
such a good marriage. We wcro always 
together. Tho hardest thing right now is 
making decisions. I never had to do it by 
myself before." 


OORIE IS CURRENTLY planning for 


her own retirement. Sho continues to tu- 
tor children because tho extra money 
helps. 


Having taken an interest In photo- 


graphy and traveling, sho hopes to com- 
bine tho two and present travelogues for 
schools and nursing homes. Chaperoned 
by her 13-year-old grandson, sho recently 
returned from an African safari. 


Mrs. W. has learned how to make 


simple repairs around her home . . . 
"right now I'm in the middle of painting 
tho garage. I consider it my dally ex- 
ercise." 


Her loneliness was eased by talking to 


other women who had lost their hus- 
bands. 


A woman may have to find a job. But what kind ? 


"Of course widowhood is more final, 


but divorcees still go through that samo 
feeling of a loss," she said. 


In contrast'to Mrs. W's successful mar- 


riage, Gloria D. had been miserable dur- 
ing most of her 10 wedded years. 


"I FINALLY FACED up to the fact 


that my marriage was nothing more than 
a father/daughter type relationship. I 
had a big change to make, from being 
absolutely dependent to totally indepen- 
dent." 


Yet Gloria never opted for absolute 


freedom. She couldn't as mother to four 
small children aged 4 to 9. 


"Tiie first two or three months after 


my husband moved out were awful," she 
remembers. "I'd just lie around and cry 
all day." 


Private therapy, close friends who re- 


mained on call and time helped her over 
the separation loss. 


"Divorce in some respects is harder on 


the woman I believe. Society is still 
structured to make the man independent 
and able to care for others. A woman is 
still expected to look up to her man and 
be dependent upon him," she sold. 


"WOMEN WHO ARE self-supporting 


with their own careers in gear might 
have an easier time of it." 


Until her divorce the only time Gloria 


had over held down a job was a short 
period between quitting college and get- 
ting married. 


"Now for the first time in my life I 


have set goals for myself. It excites me. 
My Immediate plans are to return to 
school and finish my degree. I eventually 
want to become a social therapist." 


Yet for the time being, compounded fi- 


nancial problems require her to clean 
house five days a week. 


"It was a hideous thought knowing you 


had to go out and find a job in order to 
feed your children." 


While child support payments-were ar- 


riving regularly, Gloria worked only 
pan-time. Two hundred dollars of added 


vious standard of living, but I have loans 
to keep it that way. 


"NO JUDGE IS going to make a wife 


with preschool children go to work," con- 
tinued Lillian, who retained her home 
and receives generous child support and 
alimony. The loans are for her education. 


"Prepare yourself? No, I don't think 


there's any way for a woman to prepare 
herself emotionally. You never want to 
consider what might happen to you. 
There are the practical things to know, 
of course. I always handled all the house- 
hold bills before, so that was no problem. 
I only wished I bad finished my educa- 
tion before I got married." 


"I've vowed I will be both self-contain- 


ed and self-supporting before I ever en- 
ter marriage again," said Gloria D. 
"And then it will have to be a lot belter 
than the one I just got out of." 


"I would urge a woman to put forth 


enough effort to find out what will hap- 
pen if her husband should die. Mine al- 
ways told me he was never worried be- 
cause I was so resourceful," said Dorie 
W. "Now I have to prove it." 


LONELINESS CAN BE controlled by 


keeping busy, the women interviewed all 
agreed. 
• "I don't feel actually lonely, but I do 
miss the total lack of stimulation. Even 
if you're fighting with someone, you are 
still interacting," said Mary A. 


"I miss the social life. My husband and 


I used to go out a lot and even if you're 
not getting along with a person, you can 


Income a month was enough to see her 
through. 


After her ex-husband suffered an acci- 


dent, however, child support abruptly 
stopped. 


"IT TAKES A certain amount of time 


to get a court order. In the meantime I 
had to find work," she recalls. "The sim- 
plest means for me to take home $20 a 
day and also take my preschooler along 
with me was to do housework. It's worth 
it and anyway, I know I won't be doing it 
forever," she added. 


Mary A.'s teaching degree came in 


handy when her divorce was made final 
after eight years of marriage. 


And luckily, after serving as a teacher's 


aid one semester, she was able to secure 
a full-time teaching position. 


"I could have survived without work- 


ing, but certainly it helps. Anyhow I 
needed something to do. I live in a real 
suburbia atmosphere where the neighbor 
women are golfing or coffee klatsching 
all the time. I don't feel as though I can 
really relate to that anymore." 


Once her job was secure Mary worried 


over the upkeep of her large home. She 
finally sold it and moved with her three 
school-aged children into a smaller one. 


INVESTIGATING MORTGAGE loans, 


dealing with-banks and moving com- 
panies proved a learning experience for 
Mrs. A. It has paved the way for other 
decisions she must get used to making as 
a single woman again. 


Though Lillian S. now has a healthy 


outlook on life and is enrolled full-time at 
Northeastern University to finish an edu- 
cation interrupted by her first preg- 
nancy, she recalls with horror those first 
few months after her husband walked 
out.' 


"I was an absolute basket case. I 


couldn't sleep. I couldn't eat. I used my 
pregnancy as an excuse not to see 
people," she said. 


"I've been able to maintain our pre- 


Decision making is tough. 


still go out and have a good time with 
other people around," she continued. 


"It's hard to meet' people teaching 


school. I feel funny going out by myself 
so mostly I stay home Friday and Satur- 
day nights." 


"I wasn't lonely as much as scared," 


said Mrs. D. "My divorce was, in a way, 
a great relief. There wasn't another per- 
son around I continually had to answer 
to. Even so, I didn't sleep for several 
nights after he moved out. 
' "IF I CHOOSE to do something alone 
and really want to do it, I can manage to 
have a good time. Sometimes I get tick- 
ets to a ballet or concert and go by my- 
self. I don't allow myself to feel social 
pressure. Occasionally I'll even drop in a 
bar for a drink alone. If I want to, I can 
make myself have a good time." 


KAREN DE CROW 


worker with the Office of Assistance of 
Palatine Township, reports a continuing 
increase in suburban housewives seeking 
financial aid to cover expenses of divorce 
complications or desertion. 


"The goal of this course is to help 


these women gain acceptance of them- 
selves and the status of being single 
again. We can also offer them education 


for career development," said Mrs. Pan- 
nier, who notices improved attitudes of 
enrolled women three weeks into the 
course. 


"They come out with a better feeling 


about themselves. There is a great need 
to share these problems and life experi- 
ences. I admire a lot of them for even 
going through what they have to." 


"UNTIL YOU ACTUALLY go through 


it yourself, you can't begin to imagine 
what it is like," said one young woman 
recently divorced. 


Rap sessions are frequent throughout 


the course though private therapy must 
be sought elsewhere. 


Part of the session is spent exchanging 


practical knowledge in maintaining a 
home, yard and family that ordinarily 
would be left up to a husband to do. 


"Men should also be aware of things 


their wives do, like using the washing 
machine and shopping for meals. One 
never knows when the situation is going 
to be reversed," said Mrs. Pannier. 


Men are not excluded from the "Sin- 


gles Again" classes though none have en- 
rolled or even inquired about the course. 


"Part of the problem is that an unmar- 


ried man is glamorous and catered to 
while an unmarried woman is still looked 
upon as having failed," writes Karen 
DeCrow, the new president of the Nation- 
al Organization for Women (NOW) and 
the youngest it has had.

Community property? 


It depends on state

Dear Mrs. Martocdo: 


I wonder if you could help me get 


something straightened out? I'm a widow 
with four children. My husband was 
killed in an auto accident when two 
young people ran into his car. For a long 
time I was too angry and hurt because 
they went free to think about what my 
husband left. But now, after getting a job 
and having to provide for the children, I 
want to get everything worked out. I still 
have a problem about a piece of proper- 
ty. My husband bought some land In Ari- 
zona which I had forgotten about. Now 
somebody wrote and said he'd like to buy 
it, but that the property is in my hus- 
band's name. Am I right in thinking 
when he died that I became the owner? 


Do I need a lawyer or can I handle the 


sale myself? I'd appreciate any help you 
can give me. Thank you. 


G.P. 


Dear G.P. 


Title passes to real property when it's 


in joint tenancy and one of the partners 
dies. I think that is what you have in 
mind. However, from what I can under- 
stand of the facts, I'm assuming that 
since your husband had the title in his 
name and that it was bought after you 
were married, it became community 
property, the law that prevails in Ari- 
zona. (Seven other states have commu- 
nity property laws, too. 'Illinois is a 
"common-law" state and does not have 
community property laws.) 


• In community property states, all 


property that is acquired by either party 
after marriage and which was obtained 
through the efforts of either husband or 
wife, or through the work of both, be- 
longs to the two of them. The husband 
may have control over the property, but 
each has an equal right to it. 


There are other points to remember 


about community property laws. 


• The property, though belonging to 


husband and wife, cannot be sold without 
the consent and signature of both parties. 


• Upon the death of either party, the 


survivor is entitled to one-half of the 
property. But the other half, which in 
this instance Is your husband's, must be 
probated and distributed according to the 
terms of his will, if he has one, or by the 
laws of intestacy (without a will) of Ari- 
zona. 


• Any property acquired before the 


marriage remains the separate property 
of the one who bought it. 


• Upon divorce, the community prop- 


erty is divided between the spouses. In 
some community property states, judges 
still have the choice of splitting the prop- 
erty rights in hah* or not. 


The lack of uniformity of laws among 


the states is usually confusing, not only 
to the public but to lawyers too. 


One reason is that each state has juris- 


diction over real property within its own 
confines and has the right to'make laws 
governing it. 


• There is something else that I think 


you might want to know and consider, 
since you are concerned not only for 
your future but your children's as welL 
If you do not settle the matter and some- 
thing in the meantime should happen to 
you, there would then have to be two pro- 
bates, your husband's and yours. 


A lawyer can only practice law in the 


state where he or she has been admitted 
to the Bar. You would be wise to seek a 
lawyer in Arizona, though, as you point- 
ed out in your letter, your finances are 
"very strained." 


You might contact the Bar Association 


there and ask for the name of several 
lawyers. Contact them individually giv- 
ing them as much information as you 
have about the land, the circumstances 
surrounding it and what you are inter- 
ested in doing with it 


You may ask each lawyer how much 


he or she will charge you to handle the 
matter. There is no reason why you — or 
anyone else who needs a lawyer — may 
not inquire to find one whose fees match 
your pocketbook. If it's possible to do it 
in person, why not then hi a letter? It's 
legal and it's being done everyday. 


• Here's a startling, afterthought 


about community property law that 
might stir up some action by Women 
Libbers, if it hasn't already. In some of 
these states, if the wife "willfully and 
adulterously" lives with another man, a 
wife may forfeit her rights to community 
property. The same law, however, does 
not apply to her husband!

A tasty mushroom sidedish 


Dear Dorothy: Someone wrote to ask 


you for a simple recipe for mushrooms. 
I'd like to share this delicious and easy 
recipe for mushrooms (from tho parents 
of our nursery school). 


Wash one pound of mushrooms and dry 


with a paper towel. Saute for three min- 
utes In one-fourth cup of butter. Add one- 
half to one cup of white wine, three ta- 
blespoons of Worcestershire sauce, three 
tablespoons of soy sauce, two table- 
spoons of minced onion flakes (or one- 
fourth teaspoon onion salt), one-half tea- 
spoon of orcgano and a few sprinkles of 
garlic salt, rosemary and parsley.

HOLLYWOOD — George C. Scott, ac- 


knowledged by many as the finest Amer- 


( lean actor performing today, says he will 
' quit acting to devote himself to produc- 
ing and directing motion pictures. 


Scott is not a frivolous man. He means 


what he says. And what he says is this: 


"I Intend to stop acting and will unless 


I go broke on this new picture ('The 
Savage Is Loose'). But it is unlikely I'll 
go broke. We haven't released the film 
and we've already collected a $3 million 
advance. 


"I'M A LITTLE tired of acting. Pro- 


ducing and directing take up all of a 
man's time. So that's what I intend to do 
with the rest of my life." 


Scott's swan-song movie is "The Hln- 


dcnburg" at Universal. He plays a Ger- 
man Luftwaffe colonel. 


He has refused to play the title role in 


"MacArthur," the film biography of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. He won his Oscar 
for "Patton" and feels he doesn't want to 
cover the same ground. 


BUT IS SCOTT retiring without play- 


ing a favored role? 


GEORGE C. SCOTT 


"Yes," he said. "I've always wanted to 


play 'MacBeth.' It's too late now." 


An introvert who has overcome a 


drinking problem, Scott will not miss the 
adulation and public commotion that 
goes with the acting territory. 


"I always found it oppressive," he 


said. "It makes me uncomfortable. It 
has a separating effect which makes the 
actor more and more isolated. Before I 
became well-known I could go anywhere 
and study people, human nature. People 
don't behave the same around a celebrity 
and neither can the celebrity. It's a kind 
of psychological prison." 


THE ACADEMY Award winner (who 


refused to pick up his Oscar) will miss 
acting, however. 


"Yeah," he said in his raspy, gruff 


voice, "I'll miss sharing the life of a fic- 
tional character. Characters are the only 
eternal things actors come in contact 
with. They certainly outlive the actor. 


"I hope I can use my acting experi- 


ence to be a good director-producer. I 
don't believe in acting schools. It's good 
colleagues that count. 


"I have some good qualities for direct- 


ing: I'm very organized. I can think on 
my feet if things go awry. I can bob and 
weave and improvise on the basis of 
being well-prepared. I understand an ac- 


tor's agony. 


"And I have some bad qualities for di- 


recting: I'm terribly impatient I'm in- 
clined not to be concerned with personal 
problems of actors. 


"I'VE ENCOUNTERED directors who 


were compassionate and patient when I 
needed that sort of understanding. I will 
try to apply myself to those qualities 
when I direct — as I did in 'The Savage 
Is Loose.' I directed and acted in that 
picture. I'm also distributing it." 


Scott was asked how he would handle a 


rebellious young George C. Scott if such 
a man were included in the cast of one of 
his pictures. 


"I shudder to think of it," Scott re- 


plied, grinning. 


A very private man, Scott is essential- 


ly an intellectual. He is the sort of man 
most people want to know better. Few 
succeed. 


As a producer and director he will 


achieve creative freedom he has never 
known as a performer. Freedom and in- 
dependence mean more to George C. 
Scott than all the laurels and adulation 
he has ever received.

Archers pull strings in tournament

Area archers enjoyed near Ideal condi- 


tions at the Chicago Bow Hunter's Fall 
Opening Broadhead Shoot and Field 
Shoot Sunday in Bollnbroolc. 


Over 100 bow and arrow marksmen 


took aim at 28 broadhcad and field tar- 
gets in the highly-competitive doubel- 
header. 


The broadhcad range offered simulated 


animal targets designed for the hunter 
who will begin stalking live game later 
this fail. The practice included targets as 
small as the size of a crow or ground 
squirrel up to the bigger deer, moose or 
bear silhouettes. 


These ranges extend from 12-50 yards 


(legitimate hunting distances), but are 
unmarked to provide the utmost chal. 
Icnge for the bow hunters. 


A maximum of three arrows may bo 


fired, but the value of each arrow dimin- 
ishes. The targets are marked for both 
"kill" and "body" hits. 


A first arrow In the kill or vital organ 


area registers 20 points. If it hits the 
body, outsido the kill area, tho value is 
10 points. 


A second arrow, a rarity under actual 


hunting conditions, Is worth 14 In the kill 
area and 10 in the body while a third 
arrow counts eight in the vital organ sec- 
tion and four In tho body. 


Competition Is conducted In various di- 


visions which in turn arc broken down 
Into multiple classes. 


Most divisions are categorized accord- 


ing to the sophistication of the equipment 
(the use of sights, etc.), the style of 
shooting (freestyle, bnrcbow or bow 
hunter) and handicaps which arc deter- 
mined prior to the shoot. 


The 28 field targets are composed of a 


standard three-ring bullseye from dis- 
tances of 20 feet to 80 yards. Shooting • 
four arrows, scoring is accomplished by 
counting five points for a center hit and 
three for the outer ring for a possible 560 
points. 


Target arrows, rather than broad- 


heads, are the ammunition in the target 


tournament. 


Medals were awarded for the first 


three places in each division, with wom- 
en capturing their share of the honors. 


But more importantly, these archers 


are awaiting the green light that will sig- 
nal the start of the bow and arrow hunt- 
ing season. The deer campaign begins on 
Oct. 1.

The following is an outlook of Wiscon- 


sin hunting conditions for the 1974 season 
as prepared by the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. Their pre- 
dictions further solidify the belief that 
this year may provide a banner season 
for the Midwest. 


Pheasant — The harvest is expected to 


bo about the same as usual, probably in 
the vicinity of 550,000 birds, but down 
slightly from .1973. A mild winter pro- 
vided a good carryover of birds, and 
weather was favorable. However, many 
birds nested in wetland areas since more 
upland nesting cover was put into 
cropland this year, and late May and 
early June rains flooded many nests. 
Many early hatches were destroyed by 
flooding, however, rcncsting was better 
than usual. Again, about 55,000 pheasants 
will' be stocked on public hunting 
grounds, with plants being more often 
and In small amounts. 


Ducks — Local production has been 


good, but slightly down from a year ago 
because of the wet weather during the 
critical hatching period. Early season 
hunters will sec mostly blue-wing teal, 
wood ducks, and mallards, and reports 
from the Canadian prairies optimistically 
expect a good fall flight. The seasonal 
bag per Wisconsin hunter has been in- 
creasing, primarily due to a reduction in 
hunter numbers. Overall, hunters can an- 
ticipate numbers of ducks similar to last 
year. 


Grouse — A sharp decline in the har- 


vest is expected this season. Grouse 
seem to have hit the bottom of their 
"roilercoastcr" cycle and will be hard to 
find this fall, with the least severe.de- 
cline noted In southwestern farm coun- 
try. 


Hungarian partridge — Game man- 


agers arc very optimistic about this spe- 
cies and expect an Increased harvest. 
The birds have extended their range and 
good densities arc appearing in the 
southwestern region and the Lake Mich- 
igan vicinity. Although not dellberEtely 
hunted by many hunters, there will be 
good numbers of birds available. 


Quail — According to researchers, 


these sporty birds are about as abundant 
In Wisconsin as they will get under cur- 
rent habitat conditions. Favorable winter 
weather the last few years has helped 
build the population, even though hunting 
is restricted to the six southwestern 


counties. 


Rabbits — Prospects for cottontail 


hunting is the best in years and a har- 
vest of one million may be reached this 
year. This could be tho best year in the 
lost 15 years for hunting the state's num- 
ber one game animal. 


Snowslioc hare — The last three years 


have provided good hunting and another 
good season is expected for 1974. 


Squirrels — Squirrel populations con- 


tinue to be up this year and another ban- 
ner year is expected. 


Deer — Fawn production has been 


good the past two years and a harvest of 
90,000 to 95,000 deer is expected. The sea- 


son is later this year, starting on the 23rd 
of November and should be past the peak 
of the rutting season. Summer deer ob- 
servations by DNR personnel indicate a 
good population, which along with an in- 
crease in quota permit numbers, should 
provide good hunting. 


Bear — Bear hunting regulations are 


much more restrictive this year and the 
harvest will undoubtedly be reduced, 
with possibly not more than 200 to be 
taken (last year 606 were taken). There 
is no bear hunting allowed during the 
gun deer season as in previous years and 
a special bear hunting license is re- 
quired.

The duck blinds arc taking shape. 
Those lucky hunters who drew a sito 


for Iho season that will commence at 
noon on Wednesday, Oct. 23, took advan- 
tage of Sunday's balmy weather to begin 
construction of their temporary housing. 


First the frame, built on shore and 


transported to the blind site via the raft- 
llko flotilla of two sldc-by-sldc rowboata, 
provides the foundation. 


Once anchored and secured, the cam* 


ouflago goes up like wallpaper. Cattails, 
weeping willow branches — anything 
that will conceal the hunter — Is em- 
ployed.

Biologists have tagged over 160,000

Intensive nationwide tests 
begin for steel substitute 


Twenty-four National Wildlife Refuges 


in all four migratory waterfowl flyways 
will field test steel shotgun ammunition 
this fall to compare its effectiveness with 
lead shot for duck and goose hunting and 
to acquaint hunters with its capabilities 
and gather their opinions. 


Lynn A. Greenwalt, Director of Interi- 


or's Fish and Wildlife Service, said this 
is the third year such tests have been 
conducted, but this year's program will 
bo far more extensive than earlier ef- 
forts. 


The Fish and Wildlife Service in July 


published proposed regulations banning 
the use of lead shotgun ammunition 
starting in the Atlantic Flyway in 1976, in 
the Mississippi Flyway in 1977, and in 
parts of the Central and Pacific Flyways 
in 1978. 


The proposal is designed to stop fur- 


ther dropping of lead pellets in waterfowl 
habitat. Spent lead pellets are often ea- 
ten by ducks and geese, resulting in lead 
poisoning and death to tens of thousands 


of birds each year. Steel is the only prac- 
tical non-toxic substitute for lead cur- 
rently available. 


The tests are being conducted as part 


of a continuing process of collecting sci- 
entific data on lead poisoning of water- 
fowl. In 1972, tests were held at seven 
refuges; in 1973 at 16 refuges and this 
year at 24 refuges where over a quarter 
of a million rounds of steel shot will be 
fired.

But those fast becoming addicted to 


black powder shotguns, also say the ad- 
ditional challenges result in increased 
pleasure in bagging game. 


Black powder hunting probably ranks 


second to bow hunting as the most chal- 
lenging, simply because it reduces the 
odds of the hunter. 


The black powder hunter must resort 


more to his wits while afield, being care- 
ful to work himself close to his game. 


Although antique black powder shot- 


guns still can be found in serviceable 
condition, the hunter considering use of 
old-fashioned scatterguns Is better off 
purchasing a modern reproduction. Often 
It Is difficult to determine the condition 
of on antique gun, and it could be dan- 
gerous to fire. 


To Insure the hunter's safety, it is best 


to use a modern reproduction. Dixie Gun 
Works of Union City, Term., is one of the 
few firms offering such scatterguns. Oth- 
ers include Navy Arms, Harrington & 
Richardson, Mowrey, Nurarich, and 
Tingle. 


Modern users of the muzzleloading 


shotgun use felt wads over the powder 
charge, add a plastic shot cup to help 
hold the pattern, and top off the load 
with a tight fitting cardboard wad to 
keep the shot from rolling down the bar- 
rel when the gun is carried in a down- 
ward position. 


Those using muzzleloading shotguns 


say the selection of shot size is one of the 
most important factors for successful 
hunting. For instance, shot size 4, 5 or 6 
would be best for rabbits and squirrels 
whereas dove and quail would require 
7% or 8. 


The 
muzzleloader also 
must 
ex- 


periment to find out which powder 
charge Is the best for his gun and at 
what distances It Is accurate. 


Black powder shotguns often lack 


choking and are not as powerful as mod- 
ern shotguns, therefore having reduced 
ranges. 


The hunter who takes up the muzzle- 


loading scattergun must keep that in 
mind and do his best to make clean kills, 
just as he would with a modern shotgun.

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Steel shot 
available 


The U.S. Fish and Wildlife ser- 


vice has recommended a ban on 
the use of lead shot for hunting 
waterfowl in the Mississippi fly- 
way by 1977. 


Wisconsin duck hunters can try 


the most probable successor of 
lead shot, iron shot, which is now 
available at 41 Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Natural Resource offices 
at a cost of $4.25 per box. 


The Illinois Department of Con- 


servation reports no availability 
of iron shot at any of its offices, 
although the lead substitute may 
reach the shelves of sporting 
goods stores throughout the state 
later in the season.

I lake Iron medicine In liquid form called Fcosol Elixir. On 


the tmltlc It sn)i dike n Icniponn three times a day. I took It 
that «ny tit tint, lint I became so red I cut down to a tea- 
spoon once n day, and I (eel so good and people say I look 
rohust nnd healthy. I hnve just heard that If one takes too 
much Iron one cnn get cirrhosis of the liver, Is that so? I 
have always thought drinking caused that. 


I'm so upset I feel like canceling nil the Iron medicine, but 


I don't want to sink hack Into nnetnln. I hod a stomach 
operation and have been told what's left doesn't take enough 
Iron from (he food I cat. 


It is true that you can take too much iron. Ordinarily the 


small Intestine will regulate the amount of iron absorbed, and 
It will also eliminate some Iron. The balance stays in the 
' body. Ordinarily there Is no problem of taking too much iron, 


but you can overwhelm your digestive system with iron medi- 
cine. This Is why you should not take Iron except on the 
advice of your physician. 


It Is usually all right for women to take tho amount they 


get in standard daily vitamin tablets, particularly during the 
chlldbcarlng years. In these cases they need the iron to make 
up for blood loss. A few other people need increased amounts 
of iron, such as those with trouble absorbing food from the 
digestive tract. 


You may have less acid digestive juice since your stomach 


operation, and you may need additional iron to prevent 
anemia. And, depending upon your problem, you may also 
need vitamin B-12 shots. The stomach normally manufactures 
a substance called intrinsic factor that you need to be able to 
nlttorb vitamin B-12. Without it you must take shots or you 
will develop a form of pernicious anemia. 


I doubt that one teaspoon a day of Fcosol Elixcr will affect 


you In any way, but you need a blood test, and it is Important 
to know the status of your stomach function. It is true that if 
you already have liver damage or in certain forms of 
anemia, that excess iron can cause liver damage. It is not 
true that you have to be a heavy drinker to develop cirrhosis 
of the liver. Many non-drinkers develop tills problem from old 
hepatitis and for other reasons.

know that ton much cholesterol Is not good, but coming from 
Germany naturally I use a lot of eggs In everything I can.

That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week 


A Herald itaff report 


Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
it will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They wont us to work noon to 
0 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
are against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for It, but 
1 don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Dominlcks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbcrt Chmura Sr., manager 
of the meat' department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Maida, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverius, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Coppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are jou 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems Involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's

strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters arc open after six,

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Village begins 
survey for '75 
street repairs 


by JOHN MAES 


Buffalo Grove public works officials 


will begin surveying village streets to see 
which will need repair next summer. The 
current street repair program is coming 
to a close, with officials hoping to have 
all work completed within a month. 


Charles McCoy, public works director, 


said ho expects 75 per cent of the current 
base work, including curbs, gutters and 
catch basin cleaning to bo completed by 
the end of this month. After that, con- 
tractors will begin the actual resurfacing 
and scaling of streets as the advanced 
stage of the $137,000 project. 


McCoy said he will log when and 


where street repairs were completed on 
a series of maps and will bo able to de- 
termine "which areas have the strongest 
possibility of age to establish a pro- 
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ventive maintenance program." 


Currently In operation is yearly clean- 


ing of catch basins in the village. 


THE CATCH BASINS, through which 


storm water flows to sewers, have not 
been cleaned since they were installed 
and McCoy said, "If you clean them ev- 
ery year It's a lot better than trying to 
break up an accumulation of 16 years 
dirt and debris." 


Current street Improvements were 


scheduled to begin in July, but the work 
was delayed by the cement and material 
truckdrivers strike. Now that the flow of 
those goods has been restored, McCoy 
sold ho expects no further delays in he 
work with the possible exception of bad 
weather. 


The streets need repair because of 


cracks, surface line settling and rippling, 
due In part to yearly freeze-thaw cycles, 
McCoy said. 


The work is being paid for with the 


village's share of motor fuel tax funds 
that come from the sale of gasoline 
throughout the state. 


A COST BREAKDOWN shows the curb 


and gutter work will total $45,510, catch 
basin cleaning, $6,420; street sealing, 
$9,788; and resurfacing, $76,091. 


The village has approved a celling of 


$172,000 for road repair projects and 
McCoy said the unused portion of that 
total will be saved until needed for future 
road projects. 


McCoy said the methods that will be 


used to rejuvenate village streets repre- 
sent a substantial saving over the cost of 
tearing out and completely repaying 
them. 


Some streets will be resurfaced by 


heating the asphalt on the existing street

A state highway department project calls for 


Vandalism, juvenile offenses lead rise 
Buffalo Grove crimes on increase 


Vandalism and juvenile offenses led 


the increase In crime during the month 
of August in Buffalo Grove, while the to- 
tal number of calls handled by police 
dipped slightly. 


Statistics released by the police depart- 


ment this week show a 25.4 per cent in- 
crease in reported crimes, as compared 
with the figures from August 1973. A to- 
tal of 232 crimes, as compared with last 
year's 185, were reported during the 31- 
day period. The total number of calls of 
all types went from 723 to 707, a decrease 
of just over two per cent. 


There were eight reported burglaries 


and 49 thefts this August, both figures 
being slightly lower than last year's 10 
and 54 respectively. Also the 13 reported 
offenses against families has half the to- 
tal of a year ago. 


THE MAIN increases were in van- 


dalism cases, which were up from 23 to 
41, and in juvenile offenses, which leapt 
from 33 to 84 cases. 


Other crimes reported in August were 


eight assaults, one arson, five forgeries 
or counterfeit cases, six weapon viola- 


tions, four sex offenses, one narcotics 
violation and three cases of disorderly 
conduct. There also were three cases of 
drivers being Intoxicated, three other 
violations of liquor laws, one drunk and 
two trespassings. 


Areas of decline in the non-crime cate- 


gories were the number of reported sus- 
picious persons and vehicles, medical as- 
sists, alarms, licenses and permits, 
health cases and escorts. The non-crime 
increases were for missing persons, pub- 
lic service, neighbor disputes and assis- 


tance to other law enforcement agencies. 


THE 232 REPORTED crimes brought 


the year's total to 1,625. Through August, 
a total of 5,701 calls were handled by the 
department this year. In a similar period 
last year, only 4,725 calls were handled. 


The number of automobile accidents 


were slightly down, a reversal of the 
trend evident through the first seven 
months of the year. The 45 accidents — 
four less than in August, 1973 — brought 
the year's total through August to 285. In 
the same period last year there were 270.

Erviti 
acknowledged Tuesday that 


Flynn had not applied for a job with the 
district. He said he was not aware that 
Flynn was a legislative candidate, or 


that Flynn is a member of the Oakton 
Community College Board of Trustees. 


Flynn, who is not a certified teacher, 


said he has never expressed interest in a 
teaching job. 


He left City College in 1970, after the 


college refused to renew his teaching 
contract, which would have established 
him as a tenured teacher.

He taught at the college from 1966 to 


1970 before becoming Involved hi a dis- 
pute over an administration decision to 
close the Amundsen campus. It was that 
dispute, said Flynn, which led to his dis- 
missal from the faculty. 


FLYNN SAID HE subsequently re- 


ceived a $10,500 settlement from the col- 
lege in return for his agreement not to 
pursue his efforts to continue teaching. 


Flynn said there was testimony in an 


arbitration hearing over the contract dis- 
pute that students who had dropped out 
of his classes in the Department of Bus- 
iness were sought out by the adminis- 
tration. One of the reasons given for not 
renewing his contract was that he had 
been "abusive" to one student, Flynn 
said. 


Erviti's letter was addressed to Dr. 


Bernard Tarshls, vice president of in- 
structional services at the 
Mayfair 


Campus of the college. Tarshls was bead 
of Flynn's department at the time of his 
dismissal. 


Erviti indicated that Tarshis supplied

Wheeling cool to state 
traffic signal proposal 


The State of Illinois has offered to put 


in a traffic signal at Wolf and Old Willow 
roads, but Wheeling trustees have reac- 
ted cooly, saying there are other inter- 
sections that should receive priority. 


Village Pres. Ted Scanlon told the 


board Monday night he has received a 
letter from the Illinois 'Department of 
Transportation saying the state con- 
ducted a survey at the intersection and 
has determined a traffic signal is 
needed. The state has asked for financial 
assistance from the village to pay for in- 
stallation and maintenance of the light. 


"The state says the intersection war- 


rants a signal light, but what about the 
other places in the village where lights 
have been requested," Scanlon said. 
"The village has been trying for six 
years to get a traffic signal at Schoen- 
bcck and Dundee roads. 


"The light probably is needed at Old 


Willow and Wolf, but why all the action 
on this when they haven't finished the 
other work that's been going on for five 
or six years," he said. 


SCANLON SAID HE is concerned be- 


cause the village has paid the state 
$27,000 for the proposed traffic light at 
Dundee and Schoenbeck roads, but it has 
not been installed. 


John Schwarz, an engineer for the 


state, Tuesday said the traffic signal at 
that intersection is part of the Dundee 
Road improvement project which has 
met numerous delays. He said the light 
probably will not be Installed until the 
road work is finished. 


"When you compound one delay after 


another, I can see why the trustees 


would be concerned," Schwarz said. 
"But the delays cannot be helped." 


Under the state proposal for the Old 


Willow and Wolf intersection, the state 
has asked the village and Wheeling 
Township Highway Commission to each 
pay 25 per cent of the installation cost of 
the traffic light The state would pay the 
remaining 50 per cent. 


In addition the village has been asked 


to pay 50 per cent of the maintenance 
and energy expense to operate the sig- 
nal. 


THE STATE HAS said it will pay for 


50 per cent of the maintenance and ener- 
gy expense and will bear the entire ex- 
pense for widening Wolf Road to provide 
a left turn lane. 


The village board took no action on the 


state proposal Monday night, but referred 
it to the streets, public building and 
grounds committee which will study it 
and make a recommendation. 


In other action Monday night, the vil- 


lage board authorized the erection of 
stop signs at 11 locations in Wheeling. 


The stop signs will be erected at the

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5 pipe bombs found in car of Mount Prospect man

Federal agents arc Investigating pos- 


sible connections between extremist 
groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs in his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm St., Mount Prospect, was nr- 
rested last weekend by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, It was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and • found five pipe 
bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 
burn's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dept.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division are 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 


of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch and William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after they observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and 111. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn to 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osburn's car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition." 


Police found two metal pipes with 


wicks, two loaded .22 caliber rifles, a .22 
c a l i b e r "high performance military 
handgun," .45 caliber Luger, a 5mm air 
rifle and a .45 caliber revolver, a tear 
gas bomb, switchblade knife and five 
metal pipes loaded with explosives. 


Elk Grove Police said that the Cook 


County Sheriff's police bomb squad as- 
sisted in the arrest and investigation and 
verified the pipes were loaded with ex- 
plosive black powder.

IS per cent less than last year according 
to the 1974-75 budget approved by the 
Board of Education. 


The district anticipates expenditures of 


$1,938.487 this year us compared to 
$2,264,000 lost year. The budget dropped 
about $300,000 from last year because of 
a cut In the building fund. The fund was 
reduced by about $500,000 because of the 
completion of Twin Groves School, Buf- 
falo Grove, and the remodeling of KIN 
deer School, Long Grove. 


Revenue to the district is estimated at 


$1,718,612 plus cosh left over from last 
year. The district will receive additional

That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week

Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
It will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
ore against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6pm. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
I don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Domlnlcks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butcher s 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbcrt Chmura Sr., manaser 
of the meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Maida, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverius, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Coppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment, in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are jou 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's 


strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters are open after six,

land may mean plan change 


The cost of obtaining the necessary right-of-way for the 


connector road between Mill and River streets in Des Plaines 
could force the city to look for other methods of solving the 
traffic problems there. 


The council voted Monday to begin negotiations with two 


landowners who hold property at the east end of both streets 
in an effort to obtain right-of-way for a connector road. 


The city could be forced to pay more than $55,000 for the 


property and it Is believed some officials would not approve 
such an expense. 


AMONG THEM is Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, who said that if 


the cost is too high, the city should seek other alternatives in 
solving the traffic problems at the nearby River Road-Miner 
Street intersection. 


The council has also agreed to begin condemnation proceed- 


ings to obtain the land, if negotiations do not succeed. 


The city council's action was the latest in a series of moves 


to build a new street in the Mill and River streets area. Aid. 
Joseph Szabo, 1st, made the recommendation to start the 
negotiations. 


While city officials have been unable to estimate what the 


cost of the land would be, a survey of several local real estate 
brokers showed that property which is zoned for multiple- 


family housing is currently selling for $7.50 per square foot. 
The city would need to acquire at least 7,320 square feet for 
right-of-way. 


The price of the street could be vastly increased if one 


landowner, Margaret Moehling, decides that the remainder of 
her property would not be buildable because of development 
of the street. She may ask the city to purchase the entire lot 
owned by her family. 


THE CITY HAD attempted to obtain a portion of the right- 


of-way from Harmony Builders, which is proposing to build a 
45-unit condominium complex at 1702 Mill St. City officials 
asked the builders to locate their building to tne eastern por- 
tion of their land so that the connector road could be run 
through the middle of the block. 


However, Szabo and Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, opposed the 


move and fought a zoning variation which would have made 
the action possible. 


Both aldermen contended area residents pushed for locating 


the street at the end of the block rather than the mid-block 
location. 


Paul Kron, an architect representing Harmony Builders, 


has indicated he would be reluctant to relocate his building on 
the Mill Street site, because of the additional design cost

Erviti acknowledged Tuesday that 


Flynn had not applied for a job with the 
district. He said he was not aware that

FLYNN SAID HE subsequently re-

Flynn said there was testimony in an 


arbitration hearing over the contract dis- 
pute that students who had dropped out 
of his classes in the Department of Bus- 
iness were sought out by the adminis- 
tration. One of the reasons given for not 
renewing his contract was that he had 
been "abusive" to one student, Flynn 
said. 


Ervitt's letter was addressed to Dr. 


Bernard Tarshis, vice president of in- 
structional services at the Mayfair 
Campus of the college. Tarshis was bead 
of Flynn's department at the time of his 
dismissal. 


Erviti indicated that Tarshis supplied 


some information concerning Flynn "and 
it never went any further than that."

FLYNN WROTE Smiley, "In my opin-

life," he added.

Five pipe bombs found 
in Prospect man's auto

Federal agents are investigating pos- 


sible connections between extremist 
groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs In his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm St., Mount Prospect, was ar- 
rested last weekend.by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, It was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and found five pipe 
bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 
bum's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dept.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division are 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 
of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch and William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after they observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and 111. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn to 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osburn's car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition." 


Police found two metal pipes with 


wicks, two loaded .22 caliber rifles, a .22 
c a l i b e r "high performance military 
handgun," .45 caliber Luger, a 5mm air 
rifle and a .45 caliber revolver, a tear 
gas bomb, switchblade knife and five 
metal pipes loaded with explosives. 


Elk Grove Police said that the Cook 


County Sheriff's police bomb squad as- 
sisted in the arrest and investigation and 
verified the pipes were loaded with ex- 
plosive black powder.

Turn the tap or flip on your shower 


and out it comes, cool, clear water. Most 
people in Des Plaines take the city water 
supply for granted, but there's a lot of 
work involved in getting the product to 
the customer. 


Clyde Davis, the city's water plant su- 


perintendent, and his crew work at the 
Thacker Street water plant and other 
pump stations and well sites around town 
to keep the water coming. 


Unlike most area communities, Des 


Plalnes residents get their water from 
two sources, underground wells and Lake 
Michigan. 


Many communities west ot the city 


have been trying for a number of years 
to obtain Lake Michigan water, but have 
been unsuccessful. 


DAVIS SAID THE city does very little 


to treat the water obtained from Chi- 
cago. It has already been treated. The 
water is pumped directly into the Maple 
Street Pumping Station from a 48-inch 
water main. 


The treatment process for the water 


pumped from the wells is somewhat 
more Involved, and Davis said involved 
round the clock supervision. 


The wells and pumps throughout the 


city are controlled from the Thacker 
Street Water Plant, a three-story build- 
ing that might not attract much atten- 
tion. 


Behind the well tended lawn and 


shrubs and the leafy trees, pumps and 
filters churn and puff to soften and pur- 
ify the water. 


Slakers mulch lime pellets Into a wa- 


tery substance with about the same con- 
sistency as milk shakes. 


DAVIS SAID THE lime is used to soft- 


en the well water before it is pumped 
into the transmission lines. 


Stepping away from the on-going filter- 


ing and testing processes at the water 
plant, Davis outlined the city's new plans 
to improve .the water system on the 
north side of the city. 


While the city council is fishing the 


preparatory work for a f<r 
'on-gal- 


lon water reservoir, a nev 
» sta- 


tion and several new water 


"This should go a long wa. 
.ard im- 


proving water pressure in that part of 
town," Davis explained. Residents on the 
north side of the city have complained to 
city officials that on some occasions wa- 
ter pressure has dropped very low in 
their area. 


DAVIS SAID that in looking to the fu- 


ture Des Plaines will probably switch 
over to using lake water exclusively. 


"Once our pumping system begins to 


get older, it will probably be more ef- 
ficient to rely on the water pumped in 
from Lake Michigan." 


He also explained Chicago is in the 


process of building a second trans- 
mission line that will reach the suburbs 
in the future. 


"We should be in a better position than 


many other towns," Davis said, adding 
that with the rapid growth of the area 
the water table which supplies many of 
the wells is diminishing quickly. 


He said that the city should never 


again be In the position of where it has to 
limit the use of water like it did not too 
many years ago. 


Hourly tests are used to check the purity of the water.

Wo meaf af night, unless we get more pay* 


That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week

Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
it will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
are against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
wlio declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
I don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers '.inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Dominicks* meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
' the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr., manager 
of the meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's'enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Malda, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. 'They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that It would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
. said Ron Xaverius, meat department 


manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Ooppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14'years I 
don't want to have to start working 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are jou 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not- think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's 


strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their Jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters are open after six,

Fix the damn furnaces: Zettek 


Centex Homes Corp. Tuesday night of- 


fered a $6 do-it-yourself furnace repair 
kit as a cure-all for some 1,700 Elk Grove 
Village homes with defective furnaces. 


The offer, however, was flatly rejected 


by Village Pres. Charles Zettek who in- 
stead demanded that the company pro- 
vide new furnaces. 


Referring to comments made by a Cen- 


tex official as "doubletalk, excuses and 
evasiveness," Zettek declared: "Don't 
mince words. Fix the damn furnaces be- 
fore an Elk Grove Village resident dies." 


Village officials met with Centex offi- 


cials at a special session called to deter- 
mine whether Centex would accept re- 
sponsibility for the massive number of 
furnace failures in Centex-built homes. 


William Llebow, Centex vice president, 


acknowledged that the firm has a moral 
responsibility, but suggested that John- 
son Furnace 'Manufacturers, Bellevue, 
Ohio, the primary supplier of the faulty 
furnaces, also bears some responsibility. 


LIEBOW'OFFERED to provide home- 


owners with a $1.50 furnace door air vent 
.and a $4.50 chimney stack vent cap that 
he said they could install themselves. 


Zettek, however, responded: "How 


dare you suggest that a screwdriver end 
these pennies' worth of parts will take 
care of so massive a problem as com- 


pletely burned out chimney stacks, cor- 
roded and destroyed furnaces and other 
problems." 


When Llebow protested that the equip- 


ment could correct some building code 
violations the village has cited as rea- 
sons for premature furnace failure, Zet- 
tek became furious. "Dammit, you and I 
know that it will take replacement of 
over 1,700 furnaces to help these people 
and not what you offer," he said. "All I 
want from Centex tonight is on assur- 
ance that you will, as a responsible 
builder and as humans with consciences, 
correct Elk Grove Village residents' fur- 
nace problems." 


ZETTEK POINTED-out that Johnson

A Sears Roebuck and Co. installation 


department manager Tuesday disputed a 
Herald report that the firm's salesmen 
are refusing to sell furnaces to Elk 
Grove Village residents. 


"We'll sell them, we just won't install 


them," said Andy Mayor, north Subur- 
ban Sears installation manager. "There 
is no official order out not to sell. I just 
refuse to approve any installations of fur- 
naces in Elk Grove Village," he added. 


Mayor said after he heard about Elk 


Grove Village's widespread Incidents of 
premature furnace failure, he called all 
Sears stores "to alert them about the 
problem and suggest we hold off In- 
stalling furnaces." 


THE VILLAGE'S charges that over 


2,000 homes have several building and 
furnace fire safety code violations is 
being argued by Centex-Homes Corp., 
which built the homes. Until the argu- 
ment is settled, "I won't put Sears fur- 
naces in Elk Grove residents' homes," 
Mayor said. 


He added that '.'nobody on a higher lev- 


el told me not to sell or install, It's just 
common sense." 


James Cloc, installation coordinator 


and William Lee, Installation manager 
for Sears, met with Elk Grove-Village 
Biilding Dept Comr.

Thomas W. Flynn, Democratic candi- 


date for the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives in the 4th District, has protested to 
the Elk Grove Township School Dist. 59 
Board of Education that District Supt. 
James Erviti Is seeking "confidential 
and personal Information regarding my 
personal life." 


Flynn, of Miles, based his charge on a 


letter bearing Ervlti's signature to Chi- 
cago City College, asking "such Informa- 
tion that the college may be able to re- 
lease about Mr. Thomas W. Flynn's em- 
ployment in your school." 


Erviti told The Herald Tuesday that he 


wrote the letter because "someone men- 
tioned that Flynn might be interested in 
Joining our faculty." 


FLYNN. WHO TAUGHT four years at

the Amundsen Campus of Chicago City 
College, said in his letter to Gerald Smi- 
ley, president of the District 59 board, "I 
have never had a professional, business 
or social relationship with anyone con-

nected with District 59." 


Erviti 
acknowledged Tuesday that 


Flynn had not applied for a job with the 
district. He said he was not aware that 
Flynn was a legislative candidate, or 


that Flynn is a member of the Oatton 
Community College Board of Trustees. 


Flynn, who is not a certified teacher, 


said he has never expressed interest in a 
teaching job. 


He left City College in 1970, after the 


college refused to renew his teaching 
contract, which would have established 
him as a tenured teacher. 


He taught at the college from 1966 to 


1970 before becoming involved in a dis- 
pute over an administration decision to 
close the Amundsen campus. It was that 
dispute, said Flynn, which led to his dis- 
missal from the faculty. 


FLYNN SAID HE subsequently re- 


ceived a $10,500 settlement from the col- 
lege in return for his agreement not to 
pursue his efforts to continue teaching. 


Flynn said there was testimony in an 


arbitration hearing over the contract dis- 
pute that students who had dropped out 
of his classes in the Department of Bus- 
iness were sought out by the adminis- 
tration. One of the reasons given for not 
renewing his contract was that he had 
been "abusive" to one student, Flynn 
said. 


Erviti's letter was addressed to Dr. 


Bernard Tarshis, vice president of in- 
structional services at the Mayfalr 
Campus of the college. Tarshis was bead 
of Flynn's department at the time of his 
dismissal. 


Erviti indicated that Tarshis supplied 


some information concerning Flynn "and 
it never went any further than that." 


He estimated that he had written let- 


ters previously seeking information on 


potential employes from whom he had no 
applications for jobs "perhaps two dozen 
times." 


FLYNN WROTE Smiley, "In my opin- 


ion, this type of secret letter was written 
to gain political information that may be 
used against me in my campaign for 
State Representative." 


"It would be appreciated if you and 


your Board of Trustees would instruct 
Dr. Erviti to cease his activities relating 
to securing information about my private 
life," he added. 


Smiley and other board members told 


The Herald Tuesday they had not re- 
ceived Flynn's letter as yet. Smiley said, 
"It sounds weird all the way through."

Not all teachers are alike. Some are 


extraordinary. 


Not all children are alike. Some have 


special needs. 


Put an extraordinary teacher in a 


room of students with special needs and 
the result is dynamic. That's one way to 
describe Diane Frovo's classroom at Ma- 
cArthur School in Hoffman Estates.. 


The 11 children in Mrs. Provo's class 


have unique social and emotional needs. 
They are referred to the special class by 
teachers in Schaumburg Township Dlst. 
54 "who thought they could not be in a 
regular classroom because they're dis- 
ruptive," said Mrs. Provo. They're more 
sensitive than other children, she said. 
They get angry and are easily hurt. 


THERE ARE TWO special classrooms 


for these children in the district. The sec- 
ond is at Schaumburg School. ' 


Mrs. Provo and her teacher's aide do 


their best to give the children in the 
class individual attention. Dressed in 
jeans and a print shirt, Mrs. Provo sits 
on the floor, tying a child's shoe, and 
talking about school. One little girl, Step- 
hanie, leans down to give her a hug and 
a kiss. "You're a good girl, Steph," she 
says. 


The children in the class range in age 


from 5¥t to 9. Most are above average in 
intelligence, said Mrs. Provo. "Other 
kids who are indifferent and aloof sur- 
vive," she said. These children often re- 
act strongly to things going on around 
them. 


The children were sitting in a circle 


during a lesson when two boys started to 
fight. Mrs. Provo watched until the fight 
was over. She sent one boy to his seat 
"to cool off," and told the other boy, 
"It's all right to be angry. He was very 
nasty to you. It's all right." 


MRS. PROVO encourages the children 


to express their anger. "The kids I get 
have never been allowed to express ang- 
er," she said. As a result, they keep their 
feelings bottled up, and when the anger 
is released it's an explosion. "These kids 
get angry and lots of times I think 
they're right." 


When two children argue Mrs. Provo 


tries not to interrupt. They have to learn 
to get along on their own, she said. She 
let the fight between the two boys go on 
almost unnoticed. "I would have been 
pulling them off each other during the 
entire lesson. It would have disrupted the 
whole lesson because it would be who's 
going to get the last shot." •

ter how minor it may be. "I believe in 
ignoring the bad. You could spend the 
whole day yelling." One of the ways 
these children are used to getting the at- 
tention they need is to misbehave, said 
Mrs. Provo. "They have to relearn." 


Mrs. Provo said she uses model behav- 


ior to help students relearn. If one child 
sits at his desk and raises his hand to get 
a drink of water she rewards him in a 
voice loud enough for the other children

Wo meaf a£ night, unless we get more pay 


That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week 


A Herald itaff report 


Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
It will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
0 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
arc against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
1 don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states, 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Dominicks1 meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of- the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public Is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr., manaeer 
of the meat'department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy, Maida, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverius, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't. want to work 
nights. They're right We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Coppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are jou 
going to be ready'when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's 


The 
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strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters arc open after six,

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New power 
found to fund 
business plan

Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E. 


Jones said the village can use now bond- 
ing powers to get downtown redevelop- 
ment under way and a new village hall 
built all at no cost to the taxpayers. 


Tax-exempt municipal Industrial reve- 


nue bonds appear to be the answer, said 
Jones. Ills investigations indicate a re- 
cent amendment to the Industrial Devel- 
opment Bond Act would allow the village 
to Issue bonds for commercial uses in 
addition to industrial uses. 


These bonds arc available at much 


lower interest rates than conventional 
construction mortgages and their avail- 
ability could bo a major selling point in 
attracting developers to Palatine, said 
Jones. 


"This may be the only way to get 


building activity In the community dur- 
ing an inflationary spiral," said Jones. 


LEE MORRISON, president of the Pal- 


atine National Bank, said interest rates 
on construction loans are 15 per cent now 
compared to 714 per cent interest rates 
on Industrial revenue bonds. 


"There Is no such thing as a mortgage 


market now. With the tight money situ- 
ation and sky high interest rotes this is a 
timely alternative," said Morrison, who 
also Is chairman of the Now Palatine 
Committee, a group of businessmen 
working on downtown redevelopment 
plans. 


The New Palatine Committee has de- 


veloped a land use plan for the downtown 
area that colls for high-rise office and 
apartment buildings, a pedestrian mall 
with small specialty shops and a recrea- 
tional area with restaurants and the- 
aters. Public hearings were held on the 
proposed downtown land use plan by the 
committee and It is pending before the 
village board for approval. 


Under Jones' plan, a commercial de- 


veloper would come to the village board 
with his development plans and cost esti- 
mates and ask the village to provide the 
financing for the project through the is- 
suance of the industrial revenue bonds. 


THE BOARD WOULD then evaluate 


the plans In terms of its compatibility 
with downtown redevelopment plans and 
benefit to the village and decide If it 
would finance the project. Bonding con- 
sultants have verbally approved the 
bonding concept,'according to Jones. 


Jones said he felt the current board 


would favor using its bonding power on 
any commercial development that would 
be beneficial to the village and generate 
sales tax revenue. Sales tax is the major

source of revenue in the village and a 
substantial increase in sales tax revenue 
could help lower the village tax rate. 


Jones described the village's role in 


the downtown redevelopment as that-of 
"a silent partner" with free enterprise. 
"We have to provide some of the ideas 
and leadership," he explained. 


Village Atty. Bradley Glass has pre- 


viously stated that the issuance of indus- 
trial revenue bonds does not affect the 
village's bonding power or bond rate. 


Technically, the village would own any 


building built with industrial revenue 
bonds until the bonds were paid off, but 
the building would still bo on the tax roll, 
Glass said. 


THERE ARE NO limits on the amount 


of industrial revenue bonds the village 
can Issue, Jones said. 


Construction of a new municipal com- 


plex could also be financed by using rev- 
enue bonds under the amended Industrial 
Development Bond Act. 


Jones explained the boar.d could build 


a five-story village hall and rent out the 
top three floors for office use under long- 
term leases and use the lower floors for 
municipal offices. This plan would pro- 
vide the village with revenue from the 
leases to pay off construction costs and 
Interest rates and also give it room for 
future expansion of municipal facilities. 


There has been some discussion of cen- 


trally locating a village hall In downtown 
Palatine to get the redevelopment under 
way. Jones Indicated he favors keeping 
the village hall at Its present location on 
Brockway Street facing Johnson Street. 
There are no immediate plans for a new 
village hall, but Jones said he would ask 
a special committee headed by Trustee 
Robert J. Guss Jr. to start planning for 
the facility. 


Jones predicts construction in down- 


town Palatine will be under way within 
two years provided the zoning is changed 
and steps are taken to provide parking. 


WORK IS UNDER-WAY on the extension of Euclid 
Avenue just north of the Harper College campus. 
College officials hope the work will be far enough 


along by this winter for the college to open a 
north entrance to the campus connecting to Eu- 
clid. A state highway department project calls for 


Euclid to run from Meacham to Roselle roads. En- 
trances are now off Algonquin and Roselle roads. 


Federal agents called into case 
5 bombs found in Prospect man's car

Federal agents are investigating pos- 


sible connections between extremist 
groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs In his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm 'St., Mount Prospect, was ar- 
rested last weekend by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, it was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and found five pipe 


bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 
burn's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dept.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division are 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 
of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch and William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after they observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and 111. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn to 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osbum's'car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition." 


Police found two metal pipes with 


wicks, two loaded .22 caliber rifles, a .22 
c a l i b e r "high performance military 
handgun," .45 caliber Luger, a 5mm air 
rifle and a .45 caliber revolver, a tear 
gas bomb, switchblade knife and five 
metal pipes loaded with explosives. 


Elk Grove Police said that the Cook 


County Sheriff's police bomb squad as- 
sisted in the arrest and investigation and 
verified the pipes were loaded with ex- 
plosive black powder. 
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New construction in the Village of Pal- 


atine is in a slump with 1974 construction 
values down more than 27 per cent. 


The building department report for Au- 


gust places the value of new construction , 
within the village at almost $8 million 
through July compared to $10,893,953 for 
the same period last year. 


This represents a nearly $3 million de- 


cline in new construction starts and a 
"substantial loss In.anticipated revenue" 
from building permit fees for the village, 
according to Village Mgr. Anton H. Har- 
wig. 


The 1974-75 village budget estimated 


revenue from building permits would to- 


tal $80,000 during* the fiscal year. With 
the prime construction months already 
past, the village has only received $13,000 
from building permit fees, said Harwig. 


Harwig now projects revenue from 


building permit fees will total $30,000 for 
this fiscal year. This means the $50,000 
difference between the budgeted amount 
and actual amount will have to be made 
up from other sources of revenue, he 
added, The other sources of revenue that 
will be tapped have not been determined. 


BUT GROUNDBREAKING for the pro- 


posed Ramada Inn at Baldwin and Quen- 
tin roads or sections of- the Old Madrid 
complex at Baldwin and Hicks roads 


could change the village's revenue pic- 
ture for this year, said Harwig. 


The declining revenue from building 


permits .was a prime factor in the village 
board's recent decision to maintain the 
current tax rate next year rather than 
reduce it. 


Tight money conditions are blamed by 


Harwig for the decline in construction 
values. The money is just not available 
for mortgages, he said. 


The decrease in the issuance of build- 


ing permits prompted Harwig to cut the 
building department staff nearly in half 
in a reorganization of all village depart- 
ments last June.

436 to 108. The results will be filed with 
tho Circuit Court and it Is expected to be 
several months before the library district 
receives court approval.

Grove Village's widespread incidents of 
premature furnace failure, he called all 
Sears stores "to alert them about the 
problem and suggest we hold off in- 
stalling furnaces." 


THE VILLAGE'S charges that over 


2,000 homes have several building and 
furnace fire safety code violations is 
being argued by Centex Homes Corp., 
which built the homes. Until the argu- 
ment is settled, "I won't put Sears fur- 
naces in Elk Grove residents' homes," 
Mayor said. 


He added that "nobody on a higher lev- 


el told me not to sell or install, it's just 
common sense."

for Sears, met with Elk Grove Village 
Biilding Dept. Comr. Thomas Rettenba- 
cher Monday.

The long-simmering controversy over 


developers' cash and land donations to 
park and school districts may come to a 
boll once again In ArUngton Heights. 


The catalyst in this cose is the pro- 


posed Arlington Meadows subdivision, to 
be built by the Slmon/RG Group at the 
northeast corner of Palatine Road and 
111. Rtc. 53. 


At a meeting Tuesday afternoon of the 


plat and subdivision subcommittee of the 
village plan commission, a Simon repre- 
sentative said he was told by Trustee 
Alice Harms that the village would 
handlo the disbursement of donations to 
the affected districts. 


THIS STATEMENT brought an imme- 


diate reaction from Thomas Thornton, 
Arlington Heights Pork District director. 
"She might get some objections on that," 
he said. 


Kathcrinc Mullcr, park district vice 


president, lost spring charged that the 
village had shortchanged the parks over 
the years in the sharing of the donations. 
She further charged that Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson had distorted the records of 
the transactions to make it appear the 
division had been more equitable than it 
actually was. 


Hanson has maintained he acted at the 


direction of the village board in negotia- 
tions with developers. He has refusal to 
comment on the alleged discrepancies in 
the figures. 


The matter was referred to committee 


by the village board. A report detailing 
the history of donations has been com- 
piled by Hanson's office, but has yet to 
be made public. 


UNDER VILLAGE ordinance, devel- 


opers arc required to donate land for 
public uses, such as park or school sites, 
to offset the impact of the increased pop- 
ulation on those districts. The ordnance 


Sign on 111. Rte. 53 at Euclid 
ivill be replaced in December 


A huge highway direction sign knocked 


down In early June on 111. Rtc. S3 near 
Euclid Avenue will not be replaced until 
December, according to the Illinois Dcpt. 
of Transportation. 


State officials say the cost of the new 


sign will be approximately $80,000, which 
will be paid for by the insurance com- 
pany of the Plate Excavating Co. whose 
truck knocked down the old sign that 
marked the cast Euclid Avenue exit. 


It has taken the Dcpt. of Trans- 


portation three months to go out for bids 
on the construction work for the new 
sign. A low bid for tho work Is expected 
to bo arccptcd by tho state this month, 
according to Roy Fonda of the State 
Dcpt. of Transportation. 


"THE REASON WHY this new sign 


seems to bo taking so long is because 
people don't realize that it takes time to 
get bids and accept one for the work, and 
then have a company draw up plans for 
the sign and build It to fit," Fonda said. 


The reconstructing of a highway sign Is 


more expensive and more involved than 
the repair of most street structures, 
Fonda sold.

"It will take time for a-company to 


order and shape the construction mate- 
rials for the sfgn which will be more than 
100 feet long. I don't feel that it's taking 
an unreasonable amount of time to re- 
place this sign," Fonda said. 


Persons can be charged as little as $70 


for damaging a stop sign and as much as 
$25,000 to $30,000 for damaging a high- 
way sip and in this case $80,000. 


Signs arc usually replaced as soon as 


they ore reported down, although large 
signs, such as the Euclid Avenue sign, 


usually take months, Fonda said. 


also provides that the developers can do- 
nate money in lieu of the land. 


The Simon Group had originally 


planned to build apartments and town- 
houses on the 45.3-acre site and had ten- 
tatively agreed to make a donation of 
$350 per unit to the park district. Revised 
plans call for 138 single-family homes In 
the $70,000 bracket. 


Ned Simon, developer of the project, 


said the "peculiar economic situation" 
that forced the firm to go to single-fami- 
ly homes has ruled out the previous $350- 
per-unlt commitment. He said the subdi- 
vision design makes it impossible for the 
company to donate land rather than 
cash, also because of the economic situ- 
ation. 


Simon said his company had received 


financial backing for the project, but 
only if construction could begin before 
Nov. 15. 


"THIS IS NOT likely to be a highly 


profitable one (development)," Simon 
said. "As a result there is not much 
room in this project. We are not in a 
position to agree to a voluntary agree- 
ment (the size of the previous donation). 
We just don't have it here, folks. We just 
don't have it." 


Thornton said the park district would 


like a cash donation as well as land to 
become part of a connector park system 
to link the neighborhood with Frontier 
Park. 


Leo Mueller, chairman of the subcom- 


mittee, said the developers and (he 
schools and park district should begin 
immediate negotiations on the donation 
question. 


Mueller said the plan commission Is 


charged with overseeing the donation 
ordnance and "We, as the board, have no 
choice but to follow the ordinance." 
' The project is scheduled to go before 
the full plan commission Oct. 9, when 
other problems including side yard vari- 
ations and the location of a storm water 
detention basin are to be resolved.

Wo meat at night, unless we get more pay9 


That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week 


A Herald staff report 


Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
It will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
ore against," said one National Food 
Store butcher In Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
I don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Dominicks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr., manaeer 
of the meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Malda, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverlus, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domln- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


The 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Coppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are you 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems Involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's

strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters are open after six,

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City studies 
plan to double 
sewer charge 


A proposal which would double sower 


charges for the average Rolling Mead- 
ows homeowner Is under study by the 
city council's public works, building and 
zoning committee. 


City Treasurer Robert B. Cole and Aid. 


Stephen J. Ebcrhard, 3rd, introduced the 
plan Monday night because they say tho 
present rates arc not high enough and 
the sower system Is running at a deficit. 


Eborhard estimated the average home- 


owner has a $2 quarterly sewer bill and 
tho proposal would doublo that amount. 


But he sold the most drastic hike 


would bo for high users. 


Ebcrhard's family, for example, used 


23,000 gallons of water during the April- 
lo-Junc quarter. His bill showed $1.98 for 
sower fees and $14.30 for water. Under 
tho new proposal, a sewago fee of 30 per 
cent of his water billing would bo $4.29. 


For persons using more water, the cost 


would bo proportionately higher. 


"THE RESULT" OF tho proposed new 


billing system "realistically, from these 
figures, is to penalize the higher users," 
said Ebcrhard. "It's purely coincidental 
that It works out on a sliding scale," he 
sold, adding "I'm going to explore this a 
little further myself to find out what It 
will to do the minimal, average and larg- 
er user." 


Ono bill Is mailed to residents for wa- 


ter and sower service each quarter, but 
tho bill breaks down tho amount charged 
for each part of the service. The current 
water rate is 63 cents per 1,000 gallons of 
water, and the sewer rate Is 20-ccnts per 
month plus six cents per thousand gal- 
lons of water. A minimum billing rate is 
set for 10,000 gallons water usage, which 
amounts to $6.30 for water plus $1.20 for 
sower service. 


Aid. John T. Rock, 3rd, committee 


chairman, asked Ebcrhard and Cole to 
prepare proposal for tho Oct. 12 com- 


mittee meeting, Including information on 
average water use in the city and the 
effects of the plan they presented Mon- 
day. 


THE NEW SYSTEM was devised by 


Cole to meet a growing deficit in the 
city's sewerage fund. Costs of operating 
the sewer system this year ore projected 
at $106,925, whle revenue from customer 
billings and miscellaneous sources is es- 
timated at only $56,000. The projected 
deficit of $68,425 would be added to pre- 
vious year deficits of $47,091 and $14,981. 


The sewerage fund showed surpluses in 


the years 1968 to 1972, but the highest 
deficit in any year was less than $6,000. 
And the city's 1967 ordinance for sewer- 
age bonds specified the sewer system 
would be operated with user charges 
adequate to meet operating costs. 


Commenting on Cole's proposal, Eber- 


hard said "I want to be convinced in my 
own mind we're going the right way. But 
the only way we can go is to moke sure 
the sewer department is solvent. 


At Monday's meeting, Aid. Daniel E. 


Weber, 4th, suggested abandoning a con- 
nection between sewer bills and water 
consumption rates, since water con- 
sumption is decreasing. He suggested in- 
stead the city could bill every user a flat 
fee, without regard to the amount of sew- 
age each contributes to the cost of oper- 
ating the system. "It would take the 
guesswork out of the budget," said We- 
ber. The number of users Is predictable 
but water consumption varies according 
to rainfall each year, because of heavy 
summer lawn sprinkling in dry weather. 


But Cole and Eberhard objected, say- 


Ing It would not be equitable to charge 
minimum users the same rate as heavy 
sewage contributors, such as Industry. 


WEBER ALSO suggested using a rate 


higher than th 27ft or 30 per cent Cole 
used In examples. 


City to fix streets, sue 


Tho City of Rolling Meadows will start 


repairing streets, curbs and gutters in 
the Plum Grove Hills subdivision, and 
will flic suit, if necessary, to obtain tho 
cost of the repairs from builder Eric. W. 
Kuntze. 


Tho decision to proceed with repairs 


and possible legal action against Kuntzo 
was reported at a meeting Monday of the 
city council's public works, building and 
zoning committee. Aldermen received a 
report showing needed repairs estimated 
at a cost of $14,294. This will provide for 
resurfacing streets and removing and 
replacing curbs and gutters where neces- 
sary. 


John P. Hennessy, acting building and 


zoning officer, told the committee Kuntze 
has been asked several times to com- 
plete the repairs, but has not indicated 
any plan to proceed. Hennessy described 
a meeting with Kuntze Monday morning 
as "nonproductive," and said city con- 
tractors have agreed to perform the 
work. 


The city did not seek competitive bids 


on the work because it is late in the con- 
struction season and Hennessy said he 
"felt that this work would not be bid on." 
Hardln Paving Co. of Northbrook, low 
bidder on the city's general street and 
sidewalk maintenance program for the 
summer, will do the work. 


WORK IS UNDER WAY on the extension of Euclid 
Avenue just north of the Harper College campus. 
College officials hope the work will be far enough 


along by this winter for the college to open a 
north entrance to the campus connecting to Eu- 
clid. A state highway department project calls for 


Euclid to run from Meacham to Rosalie roads. En- 
trances are how off Algonquin and Roselle roads. 


Federal agents called into case 
5 bombs found in Prospect man's car

Federal agents are investigating pos- 


sible connections between extremist 
groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs in his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm St., Mount Prospect, was ar- 
rested last weekend by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, It was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and found five pipe 


bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 
burn's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dcpt.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division are 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 
of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch »nd William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after tl:«y observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and III. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn tn 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osburn's car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition." 


Police found two metal pipes with 


wicks, two loaded .22 caliber rifles, a 32. 
• c a l i b e r "high performance military 
handgun," .45 caliber Luger, a 5mm air 
rifle and a .45 caliber revolver, a tear 
gas bomb, switchblade knife and five 
metal pipes loaded with explosives. 


Elk Grove Police said that the Cook 


County Sheriffs police bomb squad as- 
sisted in the arrest and investigation and 
verified the pipes were loaded with ex- 
plosive black powder. 


The inside story 
C&NW chief cited for blocking traffic 
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The Village of Arlington Heights has 


cited Larry S. Provo, president of the 
Chicago and North Western Ry., for 
blocking traffic in the village with a 
freight train. 


The complaint charges Provo violated 


a village1 ordinance making it "unlawful 
for the driver, engineer, conductor or 
any other person in charge of a railroad 
train to cause a railroad train to be 
stopped within the Village of Arlington 
Heights and thereby block or obstruct 
traffic on any street for a period in ex- 
cess of five minutes."

Ditch may be enclosed 


An open drainage ditch extending south of Algonquin Road 


In Rolling Meadows between tha Plum Grove Bank and Mr. 
Steak Restaurant into Salt Creek probably will be enclosed in 
metal piping. 


The enclosure will add nearly $20,000 to the cost of dredging 


the ditch, but Is expected to eliminate silt build up and shift- 
ing of dirt on the ditch banks. Silt has collected to about a 
2tt-foot depth, according to City Engineer James Muldowney. 


The city public works, building and zoning committee this 


week reviewed bids submitted for dredging the ditch and for 
dredging and enclosing It. The low bid for dredging alone was 
$14,220. Adding a 72-inch corrugated metal pipe to enclose it 
brought the low bid to $33,907. Less than $100 would have been 
saved under a third alternate in the bidding process, enclos- 
ing the ditch in a smaller concrete pipe. Muldowney said he 
recommended the metal enclosure to facilitate entry by 
maintenance crews. 


Apparent low bidder In the ditch contract was Joseph La- 


Bcrde & Sons of Nlles. The committee will recommend ac- 
ceptance by the full city council next week.

Can't meet previous commitment: builder 
Developer donation problem flares

The long-simmering controversy over 


developers' cash and land donations to 
park and school districts may come to a 
boll once again in Arlington Heights. 


The catalyst in tnis case is the pro- 


posed Arlington Meadows subdivision, to 
be built by the Simon/RG Group at the 
northeast corner of Palatine Road and 
111. Rte. S3. 


At a meeting Tuesday afternoon of the 


plat and subdivision subcommittee of the 
village plan commission, a Simon repre- 
sentative said he was told by Trustee 
Alice Harms that the village would 
handle the disbursement of donations to 
the affected districts. 


THIS STATEMENT brought an imme- 


diate reaction from Thomas Thornton, 
Arlington Heights Park District director. 
"She might get some objections on that," 
he said. 


Katherine Muller, park district vice 


president, last spring charged that the 
village had shortchanged the parks over 
the years in the sharing of the donations. 
She further charged that Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson had distorted the records of 
the transactions to make it appear the 


nine Inches. 


Donald McDade of the city's building 


department staff, relayed the questions 
to the city council building, zoning and 
public works committee Monday, receiv- 
ing mixed reactions. 


Aldermen agreed the statues wuld fall

portation three months to go out for bids 
on the construction work for the new 
sign. A low bid for the work Is expected 
to be accepted by the state this month, 
according to Roy Fonda of the Stale 
Dept. of Transportation.

division had been more equitable than it 
actually was. 


Hanson has maintained he acted at the 


direction of the village board in negotia- 
tions with developers. He has refused to 
comment on the alleged discrepancies in 
the figures. 


The matter was referred to committee 


by the village board. A report detailing 
the history of donations has been com- 
piled by Hanson's office, but has yet to 
be made public. 


UNDER VILLAGE ordinance, devel- 


opers are required to donate land for 
public uses, such as park or school sites, 
to offset the impact of the increased pop- 
ulatlon on those districts. The ordnance 
also provides that the developers can do- 
nate money in lieu of the land.- 


The Simon 
Group had originally 


planned to build apartments and town- 
houses on the 45.3-acre site and had ten- 
tatively agreed to make a donation of 
$350 per unit to the park district. Revised 
plans call for 138 single-family homes in 
the $70,000 bracket. 


Ned Simon, developer of the project, 


said the "peculiar economic situation" 
that forced the firm to go to single-fami- 


ly homes has ruled out the previous $350- 
per-unit commitment. He said the subdi- 
vision design makes it impossible for the 
company to donate land rather than 
cash, also because of the economic situ- 
ation. 


Simon said his company had received 


financial backing for the project, but 
only if construction could begin before 
Nov. 15. 


"Tins IS NOT likely to be a highly 


profitable one (development)," Simon 
.said. "As a result there is not much 
room in this project. We arc not in a 
position to agree to a voluntary agree- 
ment (the size of the previous donation). 
We just don't have it here, folks. We just 
don't have it." 


Thornton said the park district would 


like a cash donation as well as land to 
become part of a connector park system 
to link the neighborhood with Frontier 
Park. 


Leo Mueller, chairman of the subcom- 


mittee, said the developers and the 
schools and park district should begin 


2 Georgetown houses to be razed 


Two vacant houses on the Georgetown 


apartment complex property in Rolling 
Meadows will be demolished under or- 
ders issued by the city council's building 
and zoning committee. 


The buildings are in an apparent state 


of disrepair, said John P. Hennessy, act- 
ing building and zoning officer. The city 
has notified management at the apart- 
ment complex the structures should be 
restored or demolished, but the New 
York office of the management firm has 
failed to decide which action it prefers, 
he said. 


Hennessy asked City Atty. Donald M. 


Rose what would be required for a city 
demolition order, and was told instruc- 
tions from the committee would satisfy 
legal requirements, he reported. 


The committee voted unanimously to 


authorize the demolition. 


The houses were on the property be- 


fore the apartment buildings were con- 
structed on the site in 1970. The George- 
town complex is north of Algonquin Road 
and east of III. Rt. 53. 


The building department also is requir- 


ing management at the complex to re- 
pair rotting struts and other components 
in balconies in the apartment buildings 
themselves. Letters are being distributed 
to tenants in the complex, warning them 
not to use their balconies until potentially 
"hazardous conditions" are corrected 
and approved by building inspectors.

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Industrial revenue bonds 
Palatine to use new power 
to finance downtown plan

I Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E. 
Janes sold the village can use new bond- 
Ing powers to get downtown redevelop- 
ment under way and a new village hall 
built all at no cost to the taxpayers. 


Tax-exempt municipal Industrial reve- 


nue bonds appear to be the answer, sold 
Jones. Ills Investigations indicate a re- 
cent amendment to the Industrial Devel- 
opment Bond Act would allow the village 
to issue bonds for commercial uses in 
addition to industrial uses. 


These bonds are available at much 


lower Interest rates than conventional 
construction mortgages and their avail- 
ability could be a major selling point in 
attracting developers to Palatine, sold 
Jones. 


"This may be the only way to get 


building activity in the community dur- 
ing an inflationary spiral," said Jones.

bo excluded from school on Nov. 4 If they 
hnvc not fulfilled the requirement. All 
students entering kindergarten, fifth and 
ninth grades must have a doctor's physi- 
cal and shots for measles, rubella, teta- 
nus, dlplhcria, poliomyelitis and per- 
tussis, whooping cough. 


Mrs. Langlcy said 326 kindergarten 


students have not met the requirement. 
She said the problem Is not as severe in 
fifth grade. 


Certified letters will be sent Oct. 4 to

not been fulfilled because the cost of 
shots and physicals is a problem for 
somo families, and other families simply 
have not had a chance to see a doctor.

of Public Health, said Mrs. Langlcy. 

15 also arc helping 
families arrange for doctors' exam- 
inations. 
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on construction loans are 15 per cent now 
compared to 7'A per cent Interest rates 
on industrial revenue bonds. 


"There is no such thing as a mortgage 


market now. With the light money situ- 
ation and sky high interest rates this is a 
timely alternative," said Morrison, who 
also is chairman of the New Palatine 
Committee, a group of businessmen 
working on downtown redevelopment 
plans. 


The New Palatine Committee has de- 


veloped a land use plan for the downtown 
area that calls for high-rise office and 
apartment buildings, a pedestrian mall 
with small specialty shops and a recrea- 
tional area with restaurants and the- 
aters. Public hearings were held on the 
proposed downtown land use plan by the 
committee and it Is pending before the 
village board for approval. 


Under Jones' plan, a commercial de- 


veloper would come to the village- board 
with his development plans and cost esti- 
mates and ask the village to provide the 
financing for the project through the is- 
suance of the Industrial revenue bonds. 


THE BOARD WOULD then evaluate 


the plans In terms of its compatibility 
with downtown redevelopment plans and 
benefit to the village and decide if it 
would finance the project. Bonding con- 
sultants have verbally approved the 
bonding concept, according to Jones. 


Jones said he felt the current board 


would favor using its bonding power on 
any commercial development that would 
be beneficial to the village and generate 
sales tax revenue. Sales tax is the major 
source of revenue in the village and a 
substantial increase in sales tax revenue 
could help lower the village tax rate. 


Jones described the village's role in 


the downtown redevelopment as that of 
"a silent partner" with free enterprise. 
"We have to provide some of the ideas 
and leadership," he explained. 


Village Atty. Bradley Glass has pre- 


viously stated that the issuance of indus- 
trial revenue bonds does not affect the 
village's bonding power or bond rate. 


Technically, the village would own any 


building built with industrial revenue 
bonds until the bonds were paid off, but 
the building would still be on the tax roll, 
Glass said. 


THERE ARE NO limits on the amount 


of industrial revenue bonds the village 
can issue, Jones said. 


Construction of a new municipal com- 


plex could also bo financed by using rev- 
enue bonds under the amended Industrial 
Development Bond Act. 


Jones explained the board could build 


a five-story village hall and rent out the 
top three floors for office use under long- 
term leases and use the lower floors for 
municipal offices. This plan would pro- 
vide the village with revenue from the 
looses to pay off construction costs and 
interest rates and also give it room for 
future expansion of municipal facilities. 


There has been some discussion of cen- 


trally locating a village hall in downtown 
Palatine to get the redevelopment under 
way. Jones indicated he favors keeping 
the village hall at its present location on 
Brockway Street facing Johnson Street. 
There are no immediate plans for a new 
village ball, but Jones said he would ask 
a special committee headed by Trustee 
Robert J. Guss Jr. to start planning for 
the facility. 


Jones predicts construction in down- 


town Palatine will be under way within 
two years provided the zoning is changed 
and steps are taken to provide parking.

That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week

Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
it will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
are against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
I don't want to work later." 
* 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Dominicks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public Is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr., manager 
of the meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Malda, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverius, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Coppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights " 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are vou 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's 


strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters are open after six,

IRS mum on Knightsbridge survey 


"Seeking of third party information" is 


the way an Internal Revenue Service 
spokesman Tuesday described requests 
by IRS Investigators that Schaumburg's 
Knightsbridge residents turn over copies 
of complete records of their home pur- 
chases. 


"It could involve a taxpayer, a com- 


pany or an individual, I really don't 
know," said John Demme, IRS public af- 
fairs officer. Demme said he was not 
specifically aware of the Schaumburg in- 
vestigation, adding that IRS uses "all 
types of procedures" for obtaining such 
information. ' 


Knightsbridge residents say an IRS 


agent went door-to-door in the 47-home 
area north of Higgins and Jones roads 
within the past two months asking for 
the material. Written requests were left 
in mailboxes of residents not at home at 
the time of the visit. 


IT HAS NOT been established whether 


there is a connection between the data 
being sought in the Knightsbridge subdi- 
vision and the year-long investigation of 
Schaumburg government by U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson's office. 


Joseph Barna, the IRS agent whose 


name was signed to the Knightsbridge 
requests, refused Tuesday to confirm vis- 
its to Schaumburg and said he "cannot 
discuss the matter." Barna said he 
"would have to talk to my supervisor" 
concerning Knightsbridge inquiries. 


Records being requested include copies 


of sales contracts, mortgage agreements, 
closing statements, tax pro-rata sheets 
and a list of any "extras" contained in 
the bouse at the time of purchase, sev- 
eral residents said. 


IRS also wants the name and address 


of the person or company from whom the 


house was purchased, plus a description 
of the model and whether payment was 
made in cash or by check. 


INFORMATION IS to be sent to a Chi- 


cago post office box but no deadline was 
established for its submittal. 


The subdivision was built by Nick Her- 


man, an Inverness resident. Herman has 
experienced financial problems over the 
past several years resulting in his failure 
to complete several bouses in the first 
two units of Knightsbridge. 


He is now in apparent default on com- 


pletion of public improvements in the 
subdivision and the village plans to re- 
deem a $75,000 performance bond posted 
by the builder in order to finish streets 
and install lighting. 


In June, complete Schaumburg munici- 


pal records dating to 1969 were subpoe- 
naed by a federal grand jury. The sub- 


poena represented a step-up in a probe of 
village government begun more than a 
year ago by the U.S. attorney's office. 


The subpoena called for all contracts, 


personnel records, names of village 
trustees and other officials plus building 
permits, zoning records and minutes of 
all official meetings. 


THE SUBPOENA was served following 


the assignment last spring of several 
FBI agents to the investigation, although 
IRS agents and members of Thompson's 
staff conducted earlier inquiries in 
which several developers and former vil- 
lage officials were interviewed.

5 bombs found in Prospect man's car

Federal agents are investigating pos- 


sible connections between 
extremist 


groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs in his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm St., Mount Prospect, was ar- 
rested last weekend by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, it was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and found five pipe 
bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 


burn's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dept.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division are 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 
of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch and William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after they observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and III. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn to 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osburn's car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition."

BUTCHER NORB CHMURA 


Wo meat at night, unless we get more pay9 


That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week 


A Herald staff report 


Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed hy The Herald this week said 
It will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they get over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
are against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
I don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays If their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Domlnicks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr., manaaer 
of the meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Malda, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverlus, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Ooppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are you 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's 


strictly a money problem," said 
Gary Balcke, manager of a Jewel 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few'of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
would start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said they feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters are open after six,

Arlington Heights, Wheeling oppose plan 
Incorporation testimony near end 


Monday may be the final day of court 


testimony in the most recent effort at 
Prospect Heights incorporation. 


Arlington Heights and Wheeling village 


attorneys Monday presented testimony 
that formation of the City of Prospect 
Heights would interfere with both vil- 
lages' delivery of services, such as water 
and sewer systems.

Paul Homer, representing Wheeling, 


submitted arguments that a group of

Owners of the 
eight parcels have petitioned for annexa- 
tion to Wheeling. 


Hamer also asked that a small shop- 


ping center at the southeast corner of 
Hintz and Elmhurst roads and the Arnold 
Llebling property near the northeast cor- 
ner of Camp McDonald and Wheeling 
roads be deleted. A recent court ruling 
found Wheeling's 1971 annexation of the 
Uebling property to be legal. 


JACK SIEGEL, representing Arlington 


Heights, presented evidence that Arling- 
ton Heights services one property on Wa- 


terman Avenue and three properties on 
Camp McDonald Road with water. He 
also argued that the sewer and water 
lines along Waterman Avenue would be 
cause for that area to be deleted from 
the Prospect Heights plan. 


Richard Wolf, spokesman for the in-

Rentability key to rail-office building

Plans to develop a depot, office space 


and commuter parking over the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. tracks in down- 
town Mount Prospect will depend upon 
the "rentability" of the proposed build- 
ing, according to an agent representing 
the developer. 


Herbert Jacobson of Draper and Kra- 


mer Inc., Chicago, said his firm is look- 
ing for a commitment for leasing a ma- 
jor part of the building before proceeding 
any further with the project. 


"We ere trying to get some kind of 


commitment to get a number of square 
feet," he said. "We can't even build our 


building until we can know what we can 
rent." 


JACOBSON SAID he has "a gut feel- 


ing" that there should be no problem in 
renting office space right at the railroad 
station. He said, however, the feeling has 
to be backed up with a thorough study 
before plans can progress. 


An evaluation of the study is expected 


in about 45 days, although Jacobson said 
no firm dates have been set on the proj- 
ect. 


Plans for the depot, office and parking 


complex were disclosed in April, when 
The Herald learned that a developer had 
contacted top village officials through 
Draper and Kramer about the feasibility 


of building a structure over the train 
tracks. 


At that time Mayor Robert D. Tcichert 


said the concept of the project "jibes 
very well with the rehabilitation of down- 
town." 


Jacobson, however, said there has 


been little contact with the village be- 
cause the project is still in very prelimi- 
nary stages. He said the project also is 
contingent upon Mount Prospect's plans 
for redevelopment of the downtown area. 


Two firms have been hired to study 


redevelopment plans, preparing market 
studies and traffic and zoning analyses.

tion that the college may be able to re- 
lease about Mr. Thomas W. Flynn's cm- 
ploymcnt In your school." 


Erviti told The Herald Tuesday that he 


wrote the letter because "someone men- 
tioned that Flynn might be interested in 
joining our faculty." 


FLYNN, WHO TAUGHT four years at

the Amundsen Campus of Chicago City 
College, said in his letter to Gerald Smi- 
ley, president of the District 59 board, "I 
have never had a professional, business 
or social relationship with anyone con- 


nected with District 59." 


Erviti acknowledged Tuesday that 


Flynn had not applied for a Job with the 
district. He said he was not aware that 
Flynn was a legislative candidate, or 


that Flynn is a member of the Oakton 
Community College Board of Trustees. 


Flynn, who is not a certified teacher, 


said he has never expressed interest in a 
teaching job. 


He left City College in 1970; after the 


college refused to renew his teaching 
contract, which would have established 
him as a tenured teacher. 


He taught at the college from 1966 to 


1070 before becoming involved in a dis- 
pute over an administration decision to 
close the Amundsen campus. It was that 
dispute, said Flynn, which led to his dis- 
missal from the faculty. 


FLYNN SAID HE subsequently re- 


ceived a $10,500 settlement from the col- 
lege in return for his agreement not to 
pursue his efforts to continue teaching. 


Flynn said there was testimony In an 


arbitration hearing over the contract dis- 
pute that students who had dropped out 
of his classes in the Department of Bus- 
iness were sought out by the adminis- 
tration. One of the reasons given for not 
renewing his contract was that he had 
been "abusive" to one student, Flynn 
said. 


Ervitl's letter was addressed to Dr. 


Bernard Tarshis, vice president of in- 
structional services " at the Mayfair 
Campus of the college. Tarshis was bead 
of Flynn's department at the time of his 
dismissal. 


Erviti indicated that Tarshis supplied 


some information concerning Flynn "and 
it never went any further than that." 


He estimated that he had written let- 


ters previously seeking Information on 


potential employes from whom he had no 
applications for jobs "perhaps two dozen 
times." 


FLYNN WROTE Smiley, "In my opin- 


ion, this type of secret letter was written 
to gain political information that may be 
used against me in my campaign for 
State Representative." 


"It would be appreciated if you and 


your Board of Trustees would instruct 
Dr. Erviti to cease his activities relating 
to securing information about my private 
life," he added. 


Smiley and other board members told 


The Herald Tuesday they had not re- 
ceived Flynn's letter as yet. Smiley said, 
"It sounds weird all the way through." 
Another board member said that Erviti 
has little to do with hiring teaching per- 
sonnel in the district.

when your book is ready, and get on the 
waiting list for a specific book. In- 
variably, the waiting lists arc longest on 
the best sellers. 


For example, It took almost two 


months to get a chance to read the 
shark-infested "Jaws" by Peter Ben- 
chlcy earlier this month.

budget OKd 
by River Trails 


The River Trails Dist. 26 Board of 


Education Tuesday night approved a 
1974-75 budget totaling $4.5 million. 


The budget, which represents a 20 per 


cent increase over the 1973-74 spending 
level, was criticized by Board Member 
Ted Wattenberg, who called for a "little 
belt-tightening." 


"This budget just docs not suit my 


standards," he said. "We aren't going to 
fight inflation this way." 


Educational spending in the budget to- 


taled $3,297,475, a 20 per cent increase 
over last year. 


Supt. John Fridlund said the budget In- 


cludes an Increase of amost $426,000 for 
teacher salaries, additional staff and 
school supplies. He also noted that the 
cost of many materials increased be- 
cause of inflation. 


A total of $414,200 was budgeted in the 


operations, building and maintenance 
fund, a 13.5 per cent Increase over last 
year. The building fund covers the cost 
of improving and repairing school build- 
ings as well as salaries of maintenance 
and custodian personnel. 


Fridlund termed the budget "really a 


maintenance of things." Noting the In- 
creasing costs, Board Treasurer William 
Haase said the tax rate is expected to 
drop 5 cents from last year's levy of 
$2.67 per $100 assessed value under this 
budget.

Wo meat at night, unless we get more pay9 


That's the consensus of 20 Northwest suburban butchers polled this week 


A Herald itaff report 


Northwest suburban butchers inter- 


viewed by The Herald this week said 
it will be the same story — "no meat 
after 6 p.m." — unless they gel over- 
time pay. 


"I don't want to see us go to after 


6 p.m. They want us to work noon to 
9 p.m., and that's what the butchers 
arc against," said one National Food 
Store butcher in Hoffman Estates, 
who declined to give his name. "I 
wouldn't mind working after 6 p.m. 
and getting overtime (pay) for it, but 
I don't want to work later." 


Most butchers probably will sup- 


port selling meat after 6 p.m. on 
weekdays if their contract states 
they will be paid overtime for those 
hours, Gary Manzow, manager of a 
National meat department in Pala- 


tine said. Butchers definitely do not 
want to work Sundays, he said. 


MANY OF THE 20 butchers inter- 


viewed agreed with Manzow. One 
spokesmen for a Domlnicks' meat 
department in Palatine said major 
grocery chains have been conferring 
on a mutual agreement to allow 
overtime pay for butchers working 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays. 


Although many of the butchers 


said they would work after six with 
overtime pay, several said they 
wouldn't work after six and opposed 
the idea of supermarkets being open 
evenings. 


"The American public is spoiled," 


said Norbert Chmura Sr.. manager 
of the, meat department at Meeske's 
Supermarket in Mount Prospect. 


"There's enough shopping hours in a 
week." 


Kathy Maida, a butcher at a Jewel 


in Arlington Heights, also has little 
sympathy with the argument that 
present hours make meat shopping 
difficult for working people. "They 
can't work six days a week, eight 
hours a day," she said. 


"I can't see that it would be worth- 


while in this store to put on one or 
two extra butchers after 6 p.m.," 
said Ron Xaverius, meat department 
manager at a Schaumburg Domin- 
ick's. "It would only be reflected in 
the meat costs which people are 
screaming about now." 


OTHER BUTCHERS SAID they just 


don't want to work nights, overtime 
pay or not. 


"I hear people on the TV saying 


the butchers don't want to work 
nights. They're right. We don't want 
to work nights," said Ernie Coppoth, 
manager of a National meat depart- 
ment in Wheeling. "After 14 years I 
don't want to have to start working 
nights." 


Several butchers said they opposed 


having meat counters open after six, 
because of operational problems. 
Coppoth said his butchers are cutting 
9 hours of meat in 8 hours and can't 
possibly cut 12 hours of meat in 8. 


"The following morning you're way 


behind," said Coppoth. "How are you 
going to be ready when the doors 
open the next morning?" 


AT LEAST ONE butcher said he 


did not think there would be any op- 
erational problems involved in hav- 
ing a night meat counter. "It's

Gary Balcke, manager of a Jew-el 
meat department in Wheeling. "Oth- 
er than that, I don't think there 
would be any problems, ever." 


A few of the butchers also ex- 


pressed fears that the supermarket 
uould start hiring stockboys and 
checkers to handle the meat counter 
a night. They said the, feared the 
stores would start hiring non-union 
help to do some of their jobs and 
gradually employ fewer butchers. 


"If the stores could, the butchers 


would be put out of business," said 
Manzow. "There would be no need to 
have them around." 


The local butchers' unions have 


steadily lost control in cities where 
meat counters are open after six,

5 bombs found in Prospect man's car

Federal agents are Investigating pos- 


sible connections between extremist 
groups and a Mount Prospect man ar- 
rested with a cache of weapons and 
bombs In his car. 


The man, Larry W. Osburn, 27, of 804 


S. Elm St., Mount Prospect, was ar- 
rested last weekend by Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police, it was disclosed Tuesday. 


Police said they stopped Osburn Fri- 


day for a routine traffic violation, 
searched his car and found five pipe 
bombs, eight rifles and pistols, a tear-gas 
bomb and drugs. 


ELK GROVE investigators would not 


comment on the continuing probe of Os- 
burn's background but it was learned 
that agents of the Treasury Dept.'s Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division arc 
now working on the case. 


Osburn has been charged with unlaw- 


ful use of a weapon; unlawful possession 
of a loaded handgun, explosive devices 
and black powder bombs. He s free on 
$20,000 bond and will appear in the Elk 
Grove Village branch of Circuit Court 
Nov. 6. 


According to police reports, Osburn 


was stopped by Patrolmen Richard 
Rusch and William Jaworski Friday eve- 
ning after they observed him removing a 
shoulder holster while stopped at Oakton 
and III. Rte. 83. 


The officers approached Osburn to 


question him and spotted a loaded .38 
caliber automatic pistol on the front seat 
of the car. 


They arrested Osburn and a further 


check of his car revealed numerous fire- 
arms and five black powder pipe bombs. 


POLICE DESCRIBED Osburn's car as 


being "a small arsenal of weapons and 
ammunition." 


Police found two metal pipes with 


wicks, two loaded .22 caliber rifles, a .22 
c a l i b e r "high performance military 
handgun," .45 caliber Lugcr, a 5mm air 
rifle and a .45 caliber revolver, a tear 
gas bomb, switchblade knife and five 
metal pipes loaded with explosives. 


Elk Grove Police said that the Cook 


County Sheriff's police bomb squad as- 
sisted in the arrest and investigation and 
verified the pipes were loaded with ex- 
plosive black powder. 


Unit hears pros, cons of 2 systems 


The inside story 
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The special citizens review committee 


of the Arlington Heights Park District 
Tuesday night heard two officials of oth- 
er communities describe the pros and 
cons of independent and municipally in- 
tegrated park systems. 


The committee, appointed to review 


the park district's financial situation and 
to recommend possible solutions, was 
seeking a comparison in operating proce- 
dures and successes with revenue pro- 
ducing facilities, such as golf courses, 
tennis clubs and ice rinks. 


Thomas Carlson, Evanston assistant 


city manager, said that city's recreation- 
al needs are being met through parks 
and recreation operating as municipal 
departments rather than as separate 
governmental agencies, as is the case in 
Arlington Heights. 


CARLSON SAID the great advantage 


of that system was the "coordination and 
cooperation" possible between depart- 
ments. He said the finance, legal, person- 
nel, equipment, engineering and planning 
problems were all handled through the 
central municipal government, eliminat- 
ing duplication of services. 


By a merged operation, he said, parks 


and recreation facilities were eligible for 
federal revenue-sharing funds through 
the city, which they would not be If it 
were a distinct taxing body. 


Drawbacks to the system, according to 


Carlson, were that departments had to 
compete directly with other city agencies 
for available funds at budget time. 


"You can't always get what you want 


exactly when you want it... There is 
only so much money in that pie and you 


have to do a heck of a selling job for 
what you want," he said. 


RICHARD JOHNS, superintendent of 


the Glenview Park District, said his dis- 
trict has had great success with revenue 
generating facilities carrying the major- 
ity of the financial burden. He said that 
almost two-thirds of the district's reve- 
nues come from non-tax sources. 


Arlington Heights, in contrast, gets 


only one-third of its revenues from non- 
tax sources. 


Johns said the golf course, the ice are-

college refused to renew his teaching 
contract, which would have established 
him as a tenured teacher. 


He taught at the college from 1966 to 


1970 before becoming involved in a dis- 
pute over an administration decision to 
close the Amundsen campus. It was that 
dispute, said Flynn, which led to his dis- 
missal from the faculty. 


FLYNN SAID HE subsequently re- 


ceived a $10,500 settlement from the col- 
lege In return for his agreement not to 
aismci. He said ne was not aware that lege in return tor ms agreement, uw. 
Flynn was a legislative candidate, or 
pursue his efforts to continue teaching. 


Flynn said there was testimony in an 


arbitration hearing over the contract dis- 
pute that students who had dropped out 
of his classes in the Department of Bus- 
iness were sought out by the adminis- 
tration. One of the reasons given for not 
renewing his contract was. that he had 
been "abusive" to one student, Flynn 
said. 


Erviti's letter was addressed to Dr. 


Bernard Tarshls, vice president of in- 
structional services at the Mayfair 
Campus of the college. Tarshis was head 
of Flynn's department at the time of his 
dismissal. 


Erviti indicated that Tarshis supplied

FLYNN WROTE Smiley, "In my opin-

Metron to pay $12,335 debt 
to village $100 per month 


With differing opinions on the lesson to 


be learned from Arlington Heights' ill- 
fated commuter bus service, the village 
board Monday night approved an agree- 
ment that will permit Metron Systems 
Corp. to repay a $12,335.45 debt in month- 
ly installments of $100. 


"I feel badly about this," said Trustee 


J. Burton Thompson, adding that he 
thought it was "commendable" of Met- 
ron's president, Claude Luisada, to own 
up to the debt which includes $4,000 of a 
$6,000 loan the village gave the bus com- 
pany in March, and $8,355.45 rent for 
two-village owned buses and a garage. 


"This individual made an honest effort 


to endeavor to make this thing work. The 
people of Arlington Heights didn't accept 
his effort but he shouldn't be penalized 
entirely. The village has a responsibility 
and he has a responsibility that should 
be shared equally," sold Trustee 0. V. 
Anderson. 


ANDERSON WAS one of two village 


board members to vote against the time 
payment plan for Metron, which dis- 
continued the commuter ljus service in 
May after nine months of financial loss- 
es. 


The other, Trustee Richard J Durava, 


said he was skeptical of Metron's claim 
of financial hardship and inability to re- 
pay the debt except In Installments. 


"I was a CPA before I was a lawyer 


and I know you can make a set of books 
stand up and whistle Dixie. I'm not con- 
vinced you have money, or you don't 
have money until all the books are exam- 
ined," he said. 


Trustee Frank Palmatler, chairman of 


the village board's finance committee, 
said the village never approved the Met- 
ron operating proposal with the idea of 
subsidizing its operation beyond the 
purchase of two new buses. 


"THIS WAS presented to us as a profit- 


maker and it was only after the per- 
formance of the bus didn't go anything 
like what was anticipated that we began 
to advance money to Mr. Luisada," 
Palmatler said. 


The village is currently searching for a 


buyer for the two buses it purchased a 
year ago for $57,000. The Arlington 
Heights Park District reportedly is inter- 
ested in acquiring one of the vehicles, 
and Monday night Village Pres. Ralph 
Clarbour suggested that one of the buses 
might be converted to a bookmobile for 
the library.

Can't meet previous commitment; builder 
Developer donation problem flares 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The long-simmering controversy over 


developers' cash and land donations to 
park and school districts may come to a 
boll once again In Arlington Heights. 


The catalyst In this case Is the pro- 


posed Arlington Meadows subdivision, to 
be built by tho Slmon/RG Croup at the 
northeast corner of Palatine Road and 
111. Rtc. 53. 


At a meeting Tuesday afternoon of the 


plat and subdivision subcommittee of the 
village plan commission, a Simon repre- 
sentative said ho was told by Trustee 
Alice Harms that the village would 
handle the disbursement of donations to 
tho affected districts. 


THIS STATEMENT brought an Imme- 


diate reaction from Thomas Thornton, 
Arlington Heights Park District director. 


"She might get some objections on that," 
he said. 


Katherinc Muller, park district vice 


president, last spring charged that the 
village had shortchanged the parks over 
the years in the sharing of the donations. 
She further charged that Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson had distorted the records of 
the transactions to moke it appear the 
division had been more equitable than It 
actually was. 


Hanson has maintained he acted at the 


direction of the village board in negotia- 
tions with developers. He has refused to 
comment on the alleged discrepancies in 
the figures. 


The matter was referred to committee 


by the village board. A report detailing 
the history of donations has been com- 
piled by Hanson's office, but has yet to 


Senior citizens may get 
reduced-fare cab rides 


Arlington Heights senior citizens may 


be taking reduced-fare cab rides by Octo- 
ber If $15,000 in federal funds comes 
through as expected. 


Eligible senior citizens over 65 would 


pay only 50 cents for a one-way cab ride 
within the village under a program ap- 
proved Monday night by the village 
board. 


Implementation of the plan, however, 


depends on a $15,641 grant from the fed- 
eral government already tentatively ap- 
proved. Tho money, available under the 
Older American Act, will be used to pay 
a $1 subsidy toward the cost of each se- 
nior citizen's cab ride. 


IT IS ESTIMATED that $15,000 will be 


enough money to run tho program for 
seven or eight months. After that, cither 
more federal money or village funds 
would be needed to continue the subsi- 
dized service. 


The following regulations will govern 


the reduced ride program. 


• Residents 65 years of age or older 


who arc not employed full-time will bo 
eligible to pick up an Identification card 
from Olympic Park, 660 N. Ridge Avc. 
between 1 and 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 


• Upon entering a cab, the rider must 


show the ID card to the driver who will 
record the card number, location of the 
pick up and destination on a passenger 
ticket. Later the ticket will be submitted 
to tho village for $1 reimbursement per 
ride. 


• Passengers will bo asked to sign tho 


ticket and pay 50 cents for the trip. 


Tho service is available only for rides 


within the limits of the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights, and passengers will pay the 
meter fare for additional distances be- 
yond tho village border. 


AS MANY AS FOUR other passengers 


may accompany an eligible rider from 
tho same pick up point to the same desti- 
nation. Costs will be 50 cents for the se- 
nior citizen and 20 cents for each addi- 
tional passenger. 


The program cannot be used to com- 


mute to a full-time job. 


John W. Gianopulos, chairman of the 


Arlington Heights Senior Citizens Com- 
mission which proposed the program to 
the village board, said he hopes the sub- 
sidized service can be started in October 
and continue at least through the months 
of inclement weather. 


An agreement between the village and 


tho City Transportation Co., Arlington 
Heights cab operator, already has been 
drawn up and will be signed if the feder- 
al grant money is authorized. 


VILLAGE HEALTH Director Frank 


Charlton, who will supervise the reduced 
ride program, is scheduled to submit the 
village's final application for the money 
today. 


Arlington Heights' participation In the 


program was approved by a 6-2 vote of 
the village board with Trustees Alice 
Harms and Richard J. Durava voting 
against the plan. 


Similar reduced fare cab programs for 


senior citizens are operating in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plalnes.

UNDER VILLAGE ordinance, devel- 


opers are required to donate land for 
public uses, such as park or school sites, 
to offset the Impact of the increased pop- 
ulation on those districts. The ordnance 
also provides that the developers can do- 
nate money in lieu of the land. 


The Simon Group had originally 


planned to build apartments and town- 
houses on the 45.3-acre site and had ten- 
tatively agreed to make a donation of 
$350 per unit to the park district. Revised 
plans call for 138 single-family homes In 
the $70,000 bracket. 


Ned Simon, developer of the project, 


said the "peculiar economic situation" 
that forced the firm to go to single-fami- 
ly homes has ruled out the previous $350- 
per-unit commitment. He said the subdi- 
vision design makes It Impossible for the 
company to donate land rather than 
cash, also because of the economic situ- 
ation. 


Simon said his company had received 


financial backing for the project, but 
only if construction could begin before 
Nov. 15. 


"THIS IS NOT likely to be a highly 


profitable one (development)," Simon 
said. "As a result there is not much 
room In this project. We are not in a 
position to agree to a voluntary agree- 
ment (the size of the previous donation). 
We just don't have it here, folks. We just 
don't have it." 


Thornton said the park district would 


like a cash donation as well as land to 
become part of a connector park system 
to link the neighborhood with Frontier 
Park. 


Leo Mueller, chairman of the subcom- 


mittee, said the developers and (he 
schools and park district should begin 
immediate negotiations on the donation 
question.
